Mr. Chambers presented a petition from the citizens of Liberty 
county praying the Legislature to pass a general election law, to be 
held at some time during the present year, and then adjourn sine 
die, which was read and referred to Committee on Privileges and 
Elections. 
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Mr. Miller presented a petition from the citizens of Bell county 
in regard to the Belton Bridge Company, which was read and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Roads, Bridges and Ferries. 

Mr. McLean introduced a bill (House bill No. 689) to be entitled 
“ An act amendatory to ‘an act prescribing the times of holding the 
district courts in the several judicial districts of the State,’ approved 
March 4, 1871,” which was read the first time. 

On motion of Mr. McLean the rules were suspended and House 
bill No. 689 was read a second time.

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$125,100 of this amount is now represented by six per cent. 
bonds issued in 1867, and known as the Throckmorton bonds. 
$24,045 84 is represented by certificates of debt issued by said 
board. 

Upon a careful examination of the transactions of the board of 
1866, we have been unable to discover any error in the auditing, 
taking the Constitution of 1866, and the laws passed in accordance 
therewith, as being the only guides that board had, with the excep- 
tion of the sum of $10,283 13 allowed as interest on the non- 
interest warrants: This allowance we believe to have been made in 
error; but it is a question about which persone may honestly differ. 

The Fourteenth Amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States provides that “ neither the United States nor any State shall 
assume or pay any debt or obligation meurred in aid of insurrection 
or rebellion against the United States, or any claim for loss or 
emancipation of any slave, but all such debts, obl-gations or claims 
shall be held illegal and void.” 

In conformity to this amendment the convention of Texas, of 1866, 
ordained as follows: ‘ That the Legislature of this State shall 
have no authority, and are hereby forbidden to assume or make any 
provision for the payment of any portion of the debts contracted or 
incurred, or warrants issued by this State from the twenty-eighth of 
January, 1861, until the fifth day of August, 1865, except war- 
rants issued in payment of services rendered or liabilities incurred 
before the said twenty-eighth day of January, 1861.” , 

The constitution of 1869 goes a step beyond this and excludes a 
portion of the debt created before the twenty-eighth of January, 
1861, to wit: “All unpaid balances, whether of salary, per diem or 
monthly allowance due to employés of the State, who were in the 
service thereof on the said twenty-eighth day of January, 1861, 
civil or military, and who gave their aid, countenance or support to 
the rebellion then inaugurated against the Government of the 
United States, or turned their arms against said government, there- 
by forfeited the sums severally due them.” All the ‘ ten pér cent. 
warrants issued for military services, and exchanged during the rebel- 
lion at the Treasury for non-interest warrants, are hereby declared 
to have been fully paid and discharged.” 

These unpaid balances due on the twenty-eighth of January, 1861, 


amount to but an insignificant sum. The civil employés were paid. 


monthly; their unpaid balances could therefore only consist of their 
pay from the first to the twenty-eighth January. The military 
were confined to a few companies called out by Gov. Houston during 
the month of January, 1861, and consequently their unpaid balances 
could only consist of fractions of one month’s pay. 


$ 
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\ It is-believed that this clause of the Constitution will not exclude 
over, say, $10,000. The ten per cent. warrants exchangéd at the 
Treasury during the rebellion, for non-interest warrants, and which 
non-interest warrants were outstanding on the fifth of August, 1865, 
amount to $78,466 51. Making a total of $88,466 51. 

As the Convertion of 1866 did not exclude this character of 
claims, the Auditorial Board of 1866 redeemed about $40,000 of 
them, and issued in lieu thereof the six per cent. bonds known as 
the Throckmorton bonds. It was for the purpose of excluding this 
$40,000 that it was made the duty of the present board to examine 
all claims for money against the State reported on by the board or- 
ganized under the provisional act of November 9, 1866, and re- 
quiring that where any bond or bonds were given in whole or in 
part for claims void under the Constitution to cancel such bonds and _ 
allow only such portion thereof as were found to/be valid. Por- 
tions of this $40,000, varying in amounts from $1 to $2,000, 
are found in nearly every claim acted on by the board of 1866, 
to wit: out of three hundred and ninety-one claims acted on by 
that board, two hundred and sixty-four of them embrace this char- 
acter of debt. To carry out the law under which we are acting 
these two hundred and sixty-four claims would have to be cancelled 
and be re-audited. In re-auditing the valid portion the interest 
would have to be paid, according to the tenor, which is ten per cent. 
The difference between this and the six per cent. the bonds bear, will 
amount to about $15,000, which would leave the sum of $25,000 
saved to the State by the repudiating these claims. 

The difficulty of carrying out the law does not stop here. The 
holders of the bonds absolutely refuse to suomit them for cancella- 
tion, alleging that they were issued in accordance with the Consti- 
tntion and laws of the State of Texas, of the United States, and 
that they had paid a valuable consideration for them. They are 
nearly all in the hands of third parties, purchasers in good faith. 

Tn view of all the circumstances, we respectfully recommend that 
the action of the Auditorial Board of 1866 be confirmed, and that 
the Treasurer be instructed to pay the interest on the bonds issued 
by that board without any further aetion by this board.

Govmaon: The Auditorial Board, through myself, transmit 
the accompanying report to you, prepared i in pursuance to its direc- 
tion by Col. J. M Swisher, the auditing clerk. 

The course recommended to be pursued by the Legislature is 
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deemed desirable, in order that a foundation for public credit may be 
established by the State. While the Board is restricted in its action 
by the limits of the law—and it ig most narrowly restricted—the 
Legislature is not. It can act upon considerations of public policy, 
which the Board has not the power to entertain, and can make laws 
not inconsistent with the Constitution which will conform to the dic- 
tates of equity. 

Sound morals demand that the State should allow and pay inter- 
est from the date when due on just claims which have not been and 
cannot now be paid for want of funds, and that due provision should 
be made for small claims, chiefly of poor men, for personal services; 
which, as bonds for less than $500 cannot be issued, stand upon an 
unjustly disadvantageous footing under the present law. 

Attention is also called to the fact that the presentation of any 


‘claims to the Board is purely optionary, claims not presented not 
_ being in any wise prejudiced and not being barred. 


A recent indisposition, from the effects of which I have not yet 
recovered, has prevented me from giving in a more extended manner 
such views of the law touching that portion of the indebtedness of 
the State, which has been referred to the consideration of the Board, 
as have presented themselves to me, and I am now only able to sub- 
mit the foregoing brief suggestions, i

As a question of privilege, Mr. Harn, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Privileges and Elections, submitted the following majority 
and minority reports :

Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

SIR: Your Committee on Privileges and Elections, to whom 
was referred the resolution of the Hon. John H. Morrison, of An- 
derson county, relating to the right of the Hon. W. H. Sinclair to 
a seat as a member of the House of Representatives, respectfully 
repurt that said W. H. Sinclair was duly elected to the Twelfth 
Legislature. That the geat of the honorable gentleman was con- 
tested at the session of 1870 and decided in his favor. (Sse page 
469, House Journal.) ‘That he served in the sessions preceding 
this, and at the last was duly elected Speaker of the same. That 
subsequently to his said election as member of the Legislature, his’ 
Excellency E. J. Davis, Governor of the State, acting under 
authority of chapter eleven, General Laws of 1870, by his procla- 
mation, dated...... day of August, 1870, appointed said W. H. 
Sinclair County Treasurer of Galveston county. Such being the 
case, it has been suggested to this committee that the accept- 
ance of said -appointment by the Hon. W. H. Sinclair operated 
to vacate his seat as a member of the Legislature. Section 
thirty of article three of the Constitution is. relied upon to sustain 
this view of the case. We have carefully examined the provisions 
of the Constitution, and the existing laws bearing upon this subject, 
and we arc satisfied that the question raised or attempted to be raised 
by those who claim that said action of said Sinclair vacated his seat 
as a member of the Legislature, is not sustained by the law and the 
facts. Section thirty of article three nowhere says that no county 
treasurer shall be eligible to the Legislature. Is does-indeed say, 
in effect, that no person shall at the same time hold or exercise any 
two offices, agencies, or appointments of trust or profit under this 
State, with certain exceptions named in the proviso, but this pro- 
hibition is disconnected from the clause probibiting certain officers 
from being eligible to the Legislature, and was evidently not in- 
tended to enlarge the restrictions upon the right of the people to 
choose such persons as they might judge fit to represent, them in the , 
Legislature. The persons declared ineligible are the judges of 
courts, Secretary of State, Attorney General, clerk of any court of 
record, sheriff or collector, or any person holding a lucrative office 
under the United States or this State, or any foreign Government, 
This committee, having made careful examinaiion, find that the 
office of county treasurer is unknown to the Constitution and laws 
of the State of Texas, as at present organized. Such an office did 
exist before the adoption of the present Constitution, and ¿ke power 
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.to create such an office by an act of the Legislature is not denied, 


and seems to be clearly pointed to by section five, article twelve, of 
the Constitution. It is well known to the members of this honor- 
able body that at our spring session the House passed (House bill 
No. 129) a bill creating the office of county treasurer, which after 
being passed by the House was sent to the Senate April 20, 1871, 
read first time, referred to Committee on Judiciary, and reported 
back on May 2, 1871, with merely verbal amendments, and is still 
pending in that honorable body. The present Constitution a 
modeled the entire State Government, but especially that 
part of it embraced by the county organizations and the 
judiciary branches of the government. It named all of the officers 
deemed necessary for the organization of the government, and the 
Constitutional Convention in providing for an election to put in 
operation the State government under the present Constitution (if 
it should be adopted) only provided for the election of all State, dis: 
trict and county officers, who are to be elected by the people under 
this Constitution. By act of the Legislature passed January 26, 
1850, a county treasurer was to be elected by the people every two 
years, but it never occurred to the mind of any member of the Con- 
stitutional Convention that that act would require or authorize the 
election of a county treastrer under the present Constitution every 
two years, until the law was formally repealed. It was considered, 
and your committee is of the opinion that all offices not named in the 
Constitution were left for the future action of the Legislature. The 
military commander so construed the proposed Constitution, (now 
adopted) and did not order any election for county treasurer, 
holding, and rightly as we judge, that no such office existed. 

But it is urged before us that chapter eleven of the laws of 1879, 
authorized the appointment of county treasurers, and refers to the 
persons appointed as officers and to the positions they occupy as 
offices. So it does, but it also provides that they, the offices named, 
shall not be deemed lucrative. And lucrative or not, in the sense 
that word is used in the Constitution is a question of legal definition 
to be fixed by statute enactment; and the last clause of section 
thirty, article three, of the Constitution, specially clothes tue Legis- 
lature with power to declare not lucrative all county offices not named 
in said section. Said appointment not being to an office created and 
defined by law, having attached to it no annual salar7, but being a 
mere employment, and one declared by statute “ not lucrative,” the 
receiving of it and acting in it by said W. H. Sinclair did not in 
any way affect his position as a member of the House of Representa- 
tives. Such being the case, and there being no other question raised 
as to the right of the gentleman to a seat as a member of this body, 
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your committee respectfully report that there is no good or valid 
reason known to them affecting the right of the honorable gentleman 
as a member of this Hcus2, and respectfully ask that this their re- 
port be adopted and they discharged from the further consideratio 
of the subject. j

H. Sinclair, 
Representative from the Twelfth Senatorial District, to a seat as a 
member of this body, beg leave to submit the following minority 
report : - l 

We find that said Wm. H. Sinclair was duly elected as a Repre- 
sentative to the Twelfth Legislature from the Twelfth Senatorial 
District, and that, on the ..... day Of sicrrer , 1870, he ap- 
peared, took the oath of office prescribed by the Constitution, and 
entered upon the discharge of his duties as a member of this body ; 
that since said date he has continued to occupy a seat on this floor, 
and for several months has been acting as Speaker of this House. 

We find, further, that soon after the adjournment of the late ses- 
sion, to-wit: on the twenty-third day of August, A. D. 1871, said 
Wm. H Sinclair was appointed by the Governor of this State to the 
office of Treasurer of Galveston county, under authority conferred 
upon the Executive by the act entitled “An act to provide for the 
appointment by the Governor of certain officers to fill - vacancies,” 
approved June 28, 1870, and that said Sinclair did accept such ap- 
pointment, and did qualify as Treasurer of Galveston county in the 
manner provided by law, and did -enter actively upon the discharge 
of his duties as such. . 

We are of the opinion— - e ' 

First. That the office of County Treasurer is an “ office, agency, 
or appointment of ‘trust or profit under this State,” within the mean- 
ing of the Constitution. ' 
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Second. That by the acceptance of such “ office, agency, or ap- 
ointment,” the said Wm. H. Sinclair vacated his seat as a member 
of this Legislature. s : 

We call attention to the following sections of the Constitution of 
the State of Texas : 

“ Section 30, Article 3. No judge of any court of law or equity, 
Secretary of State, Attorney General, clerk of any court of record, 
sheriff or collector, or any person holding a lucrative office under 
the United States or this State, or any foreign government, shall be 
eligible to the Legislature, nor shall at the same time hold or exer- 
cise any two offices, agencies, or appointments of trust or profit 
under this State; provided, that offices of militia to which there is 
attached no annual salary, the office of postmaster, notary public, 
and the office of justice of the peace, shall not be deemed lucrative, 
and that one person may hold two or more county offices if so pro- 
vided by the Legislature. i 

“ Section 81, Article 8. No person who at any time may have 
been a collector of taxes, or who may have been otherwise entrusted 
with public money, shall be eligible to the Legislature, or to any 
office of profit or trust under the-State Government, until he shall 
have obtained a discharge for the amount of such collection, and for 
all public money with which he may have been entrusted.” 

“Section 42, Article 12. The accounting officers of this State 
shall neither draw nor pay a warrant upon the Treasury, in favor of 
any person, for salary or compensation as agent, officer or appointee, 
who holds at the same time any other office or position of honor, 


trust or profit, under the State or the United States, except as pro- 
vided in this Constitution.” 


First. Is the treasurer of the county an office? We are clearly 
of the opinion that it is. It was created such by the act of May 
18, 1846, and made appointive; by the act of January 26, 1850, 
it was made elective. By these several acts the duties of the office 
are defined, and its fees and emoluments determined. There is an 
oath and bond required of the incumbent as in the case of all other 
officers entrusted with the keeping of public funds. It is urged 
that this office is not created under the Constitution. It is true 
that this office is not expressly named, yet no one denies that ample 
authority is therein conferred to empower its creation. The ma- 
jority contend that because Major General Reynolds did not regard 
it an office, that. his opinion is conclusive. We do not regard his 
opinions as of any force and effect in the interpretation of law. We 
Believe he is not even a licensed lawyer of this Statė. But he did 
recognize this law, and did make appointments of county treasurers 
throughout the State, and persons so appointed’. were continued in 
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office long after the State government was restored to iis present 
authorities. Moreover, the present administration has recognized 
this office, and under authority conferred m vhat is known as the 
enabling act, in which the office is also expressly recognized, the 
Governor has appointed treasurers in all the counties, and such 
treasurers have qualified in accordance with the act of May 18, 
1846, and subsequent acts, and the Hon. W. H. Sinclair did qualify 
under this act. Having recognized it so -far, he cannot now with 
consistency deny that it is a subsisting statute. 

But the majority of your committee are of the opinion that the 
act of May 13, 1846, and, January 26, 1850, and subsequent acts 
relating to the office of county treasurer, were repealed -by the Con- 
stitution. In this we cannct concur. The act is not repugnant to 
the Constitution or any of its provisions. If the adoption of the 
Constitution of 1869 operated a repeal of all pre-existing laws, then 
we submit that there is not a penal statute in force in the State ex- 


cept such as have been passed by this Legislature. The acts of the -. 


Twelfth Legislature would comprise the entire Civil and Criminal 
Code of the State. We have never before heard a doubt entertained 
that all Jaws in force at the date of the adoption of the Constitution, 
and not obnoxious to its provisions, are still valid and subsisting laws 
of this State. Such, certainly, las heretofore been the rule of con- 
struction. i 
But if the position assumed by the majority of your committee 
be correct, he was, if not de jure, a de facto officer, and under all 
the authorities the consequences are precisely the same. The fact 
is, that he did accept the office, and did enter upon its duties, and 
whether a constitutional or legal officer, is of no consequence. See 
definition of officer, Bouvier’s Law Dictionary, vol. II.: “An office 
is a right to exercise a public function or employment, and to take 
the fees and emoluments belonging to it.”” He did exercise the 
functions of this office, and did take its fees and emoluments, and 
hence must be held amenable to the legal effects of such course. 
But it is contended that this is not a lucrative office. If an offiee 
at all it must be lucrative. Under the common law all offices of 
trust, profit or honor to which fees, emoluments or salary is attached, 
are regarded as incompatible in so far as'to disqualify the person 
holding the same from, at the same time, exercising the functions of 
any other cffice. Our Constitution has so far modified this rule as 
to declare the offices of postmaster, notary public and justice of the 
peace not lucrative. All other agencies, offices or -appoint- 
ments must be. regarded as lucrative. The Constitution. hav- 
mg mentioned the offices named, all others are exclnded. 
“ Hapressio unius est exclusio altertous,” is a maxim that 
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no one will gainsay. The express mention of one thing (an 

office, as in this case,) implies the exclusion of all others. That the 

es office of county treasurer is an office of profit and trust, and that it 

Š is clearly lucrative within the meaning of the Constitution, we do 

not think admits of any reasonable doubt. Again, the Constitution 

has provided that no person who has been entrusted with public 

money is eligible to a seat in the Legislature until fully discharged. 

We submit that as treasurer of Galveston county said Sinclair was 

| entrusted with public funds. Has he obtained a discharge from such 

trust? If not he can not, under the Constitution of our State, oc- 
cupy a seat on this floor. 

Second. If we have shown that the office of treasurer is an 

! office, and that it is lucrative within the meaning of our Constitu- 

tion, what is the consequence of the acceptance of the same in the 

present case? The office of treasurer and that of legislator are 

clearly incompatible, and under the common law the functions of 

both could not be exercised by the same person, and we have 

the highest authority in support of the position that the acceptance 

of this office by said Sinclair operated as a vacation and forfeiture 

of his seat in this honorable body. We refer to the following au- 

thorities in support of the position assumed, believing them to be 

ample to convince any unprejudiced mind that the said Sinclair is. 

no longer a legal member of this House. The provision of onr 

Constitution is similar to the provision of the Constitution ofthe 

United States. In Yell’s case, 1846—T7, it is decided that Yell, 

l who was a judge in Arkansas and who was elected a volunteer Col- 

z onel in the Mexican war, and did not resign his office as judge, did 

vacate his office by accepting a military appointment. The Gover- 
i ~ nor ordered a new election, and the person elected as his successor 
qualified and served out his term. In Vanness’s case, Cl. & Hall, 
122, it is decided that the acceptance by a member of any office, 
after he has taken his seat as member of Congress, operates as a for- 
feiture of his seat. We refer also to the following cases: Ham- 
mond vs. Herrick, Cl. & Hall, 287; Earle’s case, Cl. & Hall, 314; 
and Mumford’s case, Cl. & Hall, 316. i 

We also refer to the case of Beazely vs. Stinson et al., Dallam, 
337. In this case the court held that the acceptance of an office incom- 
patible with the duties of a former office, would ipso facto vacate ` 
the former office. 

Biencourt vs. Parker, 27 Texas Reports 562, the court says: 
‘‘The exception to the deposition of Salazar was properly sustained 
by the court. It was taken by H. B. Fry, who purported to act in 
the capacity pf a notary public. He had been at one time a notary 
public, but the parol evidence before the court showed that he was 
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subsequently elected and qualified as county clerk, and that for somie 
time previous and at the taking of this deposition, he was well known 
and generally recognized as having accepted that office, and was in 
open, public and notorious discharge of its official duties. The Con- 
stitution declares that ‘no person shall hold or exereise at the same 
time more than one civil office of emolument, except that of justice 
of the peace.” (Art. 7, Sec, 26.) On the acceptance and qualifi- 
cation of a person to a second office, incompatible with one he is 
then holding, the first office is ipso facto vacated. (The People vs. 
Carrique, 2 Hill 93.) A resignation by implication will take place 
by being appointed to and accepting a new office incompatible with 
the former one. It is said to be an absolute determination of the 
original office, and leaves no shadow of title to the possessor; so 
that neither quo warranto nor a motion is necessary before another 
may be elected.” (Rex. vs. Trelawney, 3 Burr. 1616; Melivard vs. 
Thatcher, 2 T. R. 87; Wilcox on Municipal Corp. 240,617; Ang. 
ard Am. on Corp. 255.) 

“ Having ceased to be de jure a notary public for some time pre- 
vious to taking this deposition, it cannot be pretended that this - 
single act, which is all that he is shown to have attempted to do in 
this capacity, will constitute him a notary public de faeto. In 
Burke vs. Elliott, (4 Ind. Law, 355) it-is said by the court: ‘The 
acts of officers de facto are as effectual, as far as the rights of ‘third 
persons or the public are concerned, as if they were officers de jure.’ 
What shall constitute an officer de facto, may admit of doubt in 
different cases. The mere assumption of the office by performing 
one or even several acts appropriate to it, without any recognition 
of the person as officer by the appointing power, may not be suff- 
cient to constitute him an officer de facto. There must be at least 
some colorable election and induction into the office ad origine, and 
some action thereunder, or so long an exercise of the office and ac- 
quiescence therein of the public authorities as to afford to an indi- 
vidual citizen a strong presumption that the party was duly appoint- 
ed; and therefore, that any person might compel him, for the legal. 
fees, to do his business, and for the same reason was bound to sut 
mit to his authority in such official capacity.” 

These authorities hastily collected, we deem sufficient to at least 
cause this body to make a calm and deliberate investigation of. the 
question involyed. With the Constitution of our State, which we. 
have sworn to support and obey, and the opinions of the Supreme 
Court, the great oracle of the law, as our guide in its interpretation, 
we are forced to the conchision that the said W, H. Sinclair cannot 
legally hold a seat, as a member of this. body. We regret that a 
matter of such importance, inyolving a graye constitutional question, 
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should be hutried through committee with such indecent haste. 
Searcely a day has been allowed for investigaticn, and the authorities 
citcd by the minority of your committee have been collected under 
circumstances the most unfavorable. The question inereases in im- 
portance when we consider that the honorable member holding a seat 
under such tenure, is Speaker of the House, and at the late session 
was Chairman of the Finance Committee, and it may in no smal} 
degree affect the rights of the people of the State. 

In view of the facts of the case, and that the plain letter of the 
Constitution may be enforced in this as in all similar cases, we beg 
leave to submit the following resolution and recommend its adoption : 

Resolved, That by the acceptance of the office of treasurer of 
Galveston county, the Hon. W. H. Sinclair vacated and forfeited his 
seat as a member of this House,.and that said seat be declared 
vacant.

GENTLEMEN: Ihave the honor to enclose herewith copies of 
communications from the Hon..Wm. Belknap, Secretary of War of 
the United States, and Gen. J. J. Reynolds, commanding Depart- 
ment of Texas, in relation to the embarrassment experienced by the 
military authorities in locating posts and stations in Texas. 

I recommend to your honorable body that further legislation be 
enacted, te facilitate the United States Government in procuring the 
titles to lands desired for the above purposes. The law as it at 
present exists (act of Dec. 19, 1849,) is defective, in that it applies 
only to territory of counties attached to and part of some one of the 
judicial districts, and even within these, especially in the sparsely 
settled counties ef the frontier, the process of condemnation of land 
for such sites is very inefficient. Outside of the counties attached to 
some judicial district there is no process of law for such condemna- 
tion.

SIR: I have the honor to call your attention to the embarrassment

GOVERNOR: I have the honor to request that you will lay before 
the Legislature, now in session, the subject of condemnation of land 
required by the United States for military posts and reservations on 
the frontier. The State of Texas when annexed to the United 
States having reserved to herself the right of emment domain; pre- 
cludes the Congress uf the United States from acting in the premi- 
The War Department has determined to furnish no more money 
for building posts on the frontier until the title to the land occupied 
can be yested in the United States, or leases can be made with the 
privilege of purchase by the United States. 

Owing to the great difficulty in finding owners and obtaining their 
consent to leases on reasonable terms, the latter method, if not 
wholly impracticable, will lead to indefinite delay to the great detri- 
ment of the frontier and the army. . : 

I would respectfully state, as suggested by General Shermat, 
during his recent visit to the Texas frontier, that the most direct 
method of meeting the question seems to be for the Legislature to 
pass a law making lands occupied by the United States, ‘for military 
purposes on the frontier liable to condemnation in the same manner 
as lands required for railroad purposes. Arbitrators can then fix 
the value of the land and the owners will be paid for the same by 
the United States.

“ EDITOR JOURNAL: I see in this morning’s JOURNAL that John

Your minority deems the bill unconstitutional in this too 
that the effect of passing a bill with the above proviso would be to 
make the tax collectors (sheriffs) instead of the State Treasurer, 
the officers ‘‘to pay off public creditors? when section twelve of 
article four especially provides that “the ‘Treasurer of the State 
shall pay off the public creditors upon the warrant of the Comp- 
troller of Public Acconnts;” and even if the bill was in every 
respect constitutional, the effect of it would be unjust, as only a 
limited number of the taxpayers of the State have warrants on the 
Treasury, perhaps not one out of every three hundred holds a war- 
rant against the Treasury, and of course in all parts of the State 
remote from the Capitol, no warrants would be paid to sheriffs, and 
hence the effect would be of requiring some men to pay money, and 
favor others who could and would avail themselves of paying in the 
warrants. 

There are a very small proportion of the citizens whose tax would 
be as much as even the smallest warrants issued by the Comptroller. 
The enormity of this bill, though, cannot be understood except by 
examining the second section in connection with the first. The 
second section provides “that sheriffs and all other parties hav- 
ing payments to make to the State Treasurer shall pay the 
same in person or by agent, directly to the Treasurer on 
the proper deposit warrant, which deposit warrant the Comp- 
troller of Publie Accounts is hereby required to give in all cases 
when demanded.” Which last section in connection with the first, 
take away the control of the fiscal affairs of the State trom the 
Comptroller and Treasurer, and places it entirely in the hands of 
sheriffs and their agents. It would enable each and every person who 
had a friend in the office of sheriff to collect his warrants, when 
others, to whom the sheriff was not friendly, could nct get his 
money, thus making the effect of law favor individuals instead of the 
people at large; isolated creditors instead of leaving the matter as it 
is. Now all have an equal chance in collecting their warranis. 

The bill would also have the effect to stop the entire departments 
of the State government, as it cannot be for a moment contended 
that the State taxes of the county of Travis and the immediate sur- 
rounding counties would be sufficiont to pay off the expense of the 
Land Office, Comptroller's office, Treasurer’s office, Supreme Court, 
Lunatic, Blind, and Deaf and Dumb Asylums, let alone the 
Executive and Adjutant General’s departments, and no one 
could possibly suppose that there would ever agam he 
a single cent paid into the, Treasury of the State until 
all outside indebtedness now due by warrant was paid off And no 
one can imagine for a moment that any sheriff would settle in person 
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except those living in the counties immediately surrounding the cap- 
ital. But all know that the sheriffs living in any and all the coun- 
ties any ways distant. from the capital would settle through the 
bankers of the city of Austin, and, of course, no money would ever 
be paid in the treasury by them (the bankers) as long as they could 
buy treasury warrants for less than their full value, let alone when 
they are only rating at about seventy-five cents on the dollar, and 
no money would at all be paid in unless by the few sheriffs in the 
immediate counties who might settle in person. 

Then again the bill is wrong, as it gives the entire control of the 
State’s finances into the hands of the sheriffs and their agents (the 
bankers) and if disposed so to do, the agents of the. sheriffs can 
hold up the money, and buy warrants at whatever price they desire, 
and require and pay them into the treasury. The bill, in the opin- 
ion of your minority, favors and fosters fraud, and encourages public 
officers to speculate through their agents in the funds of the State. 
And it would, if passed, immediately have the effect of stopping 
every department of the Government, turn loose the lunatics out of 
their asylum, and the blind and deaf and dumb out of theirs, for 
the reason that the bill favored speculators instead of the unfortu- 
nate. 

For which reasons your minority humbly pray the House to reject

- PROCLAMATION BY THE GOVERNOR OF THE STATE

TO ALL TO WHOM THESE PRESENTS SHALE COME. 


WHEREAS, It has been officially made known to me, and the offi- 
cial reports have been corroborated by the verbal statements of in- 
dividuals of good repute personally cognizant of the facts by them 
stated, that there exists in the counties of Limestone and Freestone 
in said State a combination of lawless men, claiming themselves to 
consist of several thousand persons organized as an insurrectionary 
force, too strong for the control of the civil authorities of said coun- 
ties, which has murdered an unarmed and unoffending citizen in his 
own house; the individuals, composing which, carry pistols and 
other weapons prohibited to be worn on the person by law, have 
discharged firearms in public places, and have by threats, violence 
and organized force intimidated and controlled the civil officers of 
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Limestone county, so as to prevent them from discharging their re- 
spective duties, who have precluded the holding a fair election in 
said ‘last named county, and who even presume to place picket guards 
upon the public highways, arrest and detain as prisoners, citizens of , 
the State, and stop the coaches carrying the United States mails, 
and interrogate in an inquisitorial and menacing manner the passen- 
gers therein, and to cut the telegraph wires to prevent communica- 


_ tion with the seat of-gevernment, which insurrectionary force exists 


as an armed and organized body contrary to law, and is too numer- 
ous to be arrested and held by the civil authorities and to be tried by 
the district courts; 

Now, therefore I, Edmund J. Davis, Governor of the State of 
Texas, by virtue of the, authority in me vested by the Constitution 
and laws of said State, do hereby declare and proclaim martial law 
in said counties of Limestone and Freestone, and do order that the 
laws be suspended therein, and that the issuance of the writ of Aa- 
beas corpus within or directed to said counties or to either of them be 
prohibited until the Legislature ucw in session shall take such action 
as it may deem necessary, and until this proclamation is revoked. 

An assessment of fifty thousand dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, being hereby directed to be levied and collected 
off the property subject to taxation cf the resident citizens of said 
county of Limestone, where said combination originated, to be ap- 
plied in accordance with chapter thirty-two of the General Laws of 
the Twelfth Legislature of the State of Texas, first session, 1871.

In addition to these communications, I have received considerable 
verbal information from persons who have come from the disturbed 
district, some of them having come here especially to inform me of 
the condition of affairs, and others being persons who have recently _ 
had occasion to travel through those counties. This information re- 
lates to the number of the insurrectionists as claimed by some of 
themselves, the stopping of the United States mail coaches and the 
inquisiterial proceedings against passengers thereon, the cutting of 
the telegraph wires, the coercion exercised over the officers of the. 
county, and the flight from that district of large numbers of the 
citizens. I have received verbal information on some or all of these 
subjects from Jacob Wagner, late captain in the United States army, 
J. F. Pellis, city marshal of Groesbeck, S. M. Jones, justice of the 
peace and judge of election, Limestone county, and others. '

| STATEMENT OF W. B. BONNER AND OTHERS. | 


SPRINGFIELD, Texas, ‘Oct., 1, 1871. 
To His Excellency E. J. DAVIS, 
Governor ot the State of Texas: 

Sir: Our county is now in a state of riot and insubordination, 
demanding your immediate attention. Last evening, one of our 
special policemen attempted tq arrest a man named Applewhite, in 
Groesbeck, for carrying concealed weapons. The man attempted to 
draw a weapon, and did draw it, firing at the policeman and severely 
wounding him in the left arm. The policeman drew his pistol on 
the first demonstration and fired, hitting Applewhite in the 
stomach ; several policemen then interfered, and Applewhite was 
cispatchéd by several shots. This fact was made the occasion of a 
general uprising of the people, white and black, and to-day the 
county is the scene of. insubordination and rebellion. Our officers 
are impatient to execute the laws. No Republican dare express 
himself, and very few to show their heads. The mayor of Groesbeck 
is pressed into the service of the mob and made to obey their orders. 
Every colored man and Republican has been forced from Groesbeck. 
The rioters are drunk and wild with excitement, and you need not be 
surprised to hear of any excesses committed by them before you lend 


` 
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us a helping hand. To-day the sheriff has been forced, to preyent 
G ai to incarcerate the two policemen under orders from the 
mob. - 
It will be impossible to hold an election unléss assistance reaches 
us speedily. We will in all probability refuse to open the polls 
unless we are forced to do so to preserve our lives. 

Nothing in the world will save our county, or make it tolerable

STATEMENT OF JOHN T. DUNBAR. 


On Saturday, the 80th of September, I was sitting on the plat- 
form in front of the Donnell House in Groesbeck. A man came 
along and said there was a man killed up town. I, with several 
others, started up the street. When I reached-the place where Mr. 
Zadek keeps a grocery, I met a large crowd of men running and 
shouting: “Arm and shoot the damned police!’ I stepped on the 
side next to the house so as to let the crowd pass. After the crowd 
passed, which took them perhaps a minute, I looked up the street 
and saw a man named Dan Galagher come out of the bank or book- 
store with a gun in his hand. I left them to return to the Donnell 
House, and when I reached the next corner, on the same street that 
Zadek’s store stands on, I saw two meh standing in a butcher’s 
shop, one armed with a-six-shooter, and the other armed with a 
double barreled shot-gun; do not know their names; both seemed 
excited---the one with the six-shooter gesticulating and threatening 
to kill anyone that came after him. About this time a large por- 
tion of the crowd that had passed me.returned, some shouting: 
“ Shoot the damned police and their leaders !”’ 

Sunday morning I left the Donnell House and started up to the 


mayor. I there saw a large crowd in the front of his house. The ~ 
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mayor was speaking, some of the crowd shouting. The mayor said 


' something about keeping the peace. One man said: “Why have 


you not talked that way before?” evidently intending to keep up 

the excitement. About this time a body of mounted men came in, 

some seventy-five or more, armed with rifles and shot-guns, yelling, 

and the crowd shouting in return. They continued on down the 

street and arrived in front of the Parker House. I left for the Don- 

nell House and saw no more of them, it commencing to rain very, 
hard at this time.

STATEMENT OF A. ZADEK. 


. GROESBECK, Texas, October 5, 1871. 

Being called upon by his honor, J. W. Oliver, to make a true, fair 
and impartial statement in regard to the difficulty which occurred in 
ths city on Saturday last, which resulted in the killing of Apple- 
white by a policeman, allow me to say, that one Dan Galagher was 
drinking and boisterous in front of my door, disturbing the peace, 
etc. I rindly, upon several occasions, requested him to keep quiet, 
but he heeded me not. Officer Cotton and another policeman 
arrested him and took him to the calaboose. In the meantime D. C, 
Applewhite came up and commenced talking tome. The policeman 
then brought Galagher to my house to execute bond for his appear- 
ance before me for trial. Applewhite then said he wanted some 
damned policeman to try to arrest him. I then took bond from 
Galagher for his appearance, and to quiet and appease the wrath of 
Applewhite I aecepted him as security for Galagher. Applewhite 
said he would bet that Galagher would snatch a pistol from a 
policeman and kill him; said that he (Applewhite) was armed, and 
would like to see any damned policeman try to take him. I then 
foresaw trouble, Applewhite and Galagher being together. I seen * 
that they were determined to have and provoke a difficulty. Ap- 
plewhite then said to two policemen (whose names I don’t know) 
that damn them, he would like to see them try to arrest him. They 
said nothing. Applewhite and Galagher then went to Clark’s sa- 
loon, near by, to take a drink. Ina few moments I heard a great 
disturbance in the saloon, and went to see what it was, and saw Ap- 
plewhite with a Deringer in his hand, and Mitchell Cotton, police- 
man, with a six-sheoter in his hand. Parties then cried out: “ Don’t 
shoot! don’t shoot!” when a general shooting commenced. I could 
not tell who was shooting, or who shot first. I then went to my 
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wife’s room, knowing her to be very nervous: I then went back to 
learn the result of the shooting, and saw Applewhite on the corner 
near Blumm’s soda stand. - Saw him fall off the sidewalk, and saw 
the policeman shooting at him, and he died almost instantly, but I 
thought then, and yet think, he received a mortal wound in Clark’s 
saloon when the firing first commenced. The excitement then be- 
came terrific indeed, and the ery was: “To arms! to arms! shoot 
them! kill all the damned leaders of the damned party!” I then 
promised the citizens to have the policeman arrested and brought to 
trial and justice. The policemen then went to the mayor’s office, 
and I tried to have them surrender, and they refused. I then ex- 
erted myself to quiet the mob, but to no purpose. Lawlessness and 
` mobocracy prevailed. Parties armed’ with double-barrelled shot- 
guns then came to the city in great numbers. Guns were fired in 
every portion of the city. I then took my wife and babe to a safe 
retreat, and returned to the city again. I was then attacked by an 
infuriated crowd in my own private room. A meeting was ther. de- 
manded, and I was forced by intimidation to issue a warrant of 
arrest for the arrest of the policemen, and in order to preserve and 
keep the peace I did so. I was then called upon to make a speech 
to the people, and attempted to make a few remarks to quiet the 
people, and was grossly insulted whilst speaking. The people con- 
trolled my. person; would not allow me to leave under penalty of 
death, and also controlled and overlooked, and even drafted, any dis- 
patch I desired to send to Governor Davis or Judge Oliver, and I 
was compelled to submit to any requisition made upon me by the 
excited populace., Yet I will say that quite a number of the bet- 
ter class of citizens would have been managed. ~-~

A. G. Hall walk into the saloon above named. 

Police officer Cotton and another colored policeman walked to 
the door of the saloon. Mr. Applewhite, the deceased, remarked, 
“They cant take me; if they undertake it there will be an insuirec- 
tion.” I think this was the remark, making at the time several 
similar remarks. Policeman Cotton advanced near the counter 
where the deceased and party where standing, fronting the deceased. 

At this juncture, some words passed; I did not hear them dis- 
tinctly. 

Divas this time, the deceased took one step backwards, drew his 
Deringer pistol, holding it behind him. Policeman Cotton imme- 
diately after drew his revolver, raising his hand and pistol above his 
shoulder, in a striking attitude. The other policeman was standing 
near the door some eight feet from policeman Cotton ang” deceased, 
with his pistol, in hand. I did not see when he drew it. 1 said 
“Don’t shoot!” three times in quick succession. 

Capt. A. G. Hall also said, ‘‘Don’t shoot!” He and I spoke in a 
loud voice. Policeman Cotton lowered his pistol upon a level with 
the deceased and fired at the body of the same. 

This was the first shot that was fired. I withdrew instantly in 
the direction of the restaurant above named. Immediately after the 
first pistol report, I heard several others in quick succession. T then 
further retreated around Zadek’s corner, in a southerly direction, on 
the West side of Waco street, towards my office. I looked up Waco 
street, in a northerly direction; saw deceased running rapidly from 
French’s auction house, opposite Zadek’s restaurant, to Leonard’s 
corner, being a diagonal course from Zadek’s restaurant, pursued 
by policeman Cotton and others; Jones, the jailor, being some dist- 
ance in the rear when I saw him. 

I saw deceased fall near, or at the corner. Several shots were 
fired there. ; 

Saw policemen with pistols in hand pointing towards deceased, 
but cannot state positively whether any shot him but Cotton. I 
think one of the policemen was but a step or two behind Cotton 
when Cotton overtook deceased at Leonard’s corner. After this oc- 
curred the policemen immediately went to the mayor’s office. The 
excitement by this time was indescribable. Many persons cried out: 
“ Arrest the police!’’ Policeman Cotton dared them to come. I 
went to the mayor's office, advised them to surrender, to which they 
agreed, but desired a guard of colored men. 

I sent a number of colored men to confer with mayor Zadek at 
his restaurant. I went back to the restaurant to direct and assist 
in sending them back to take charge of the policemen. Mayor Za- 
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dek, myself and others gave them instructions, and sent them to take 
charge of the policemen at the mayor’s office. l 

Before they reached there several men rode up among the excited 
mass, and cried out: “Arm yourselves, everybody! the negroes 
are marching into town, armed !” 

The excitement was then at its highest pitch. Some were swear- 
ing that their propositions and suggestions were best, and damming 
everybody who differed with them. The white Republicans seemed 
to be in much danger. I was advised of the danger the Republicans 


were in; many of them left, but I determined rot to go, and in-. 


formed my friends of my determination. Captain Robertson com- 
manded one company of the citizens, Captain: Richardson another. 
D. W. Lewis and Major Watts seemed to be prominent in the move- 
ment above described. 

There were many rash acts and threats of an inflammatory char- 
acter against individuals who were supposed to sympathise with the 
policemen, but mostly emanating from parties residing in the county, 
whose names I did not know. i 

The committee which called upon you upon your arrival did, in 
conjunction with the mayor, much to allay the excitement and re- 
store peace and quiet from the very inception of this outbreak, and 
cannot receive too much credit from all lovers of law and òrder: A 
negro man was murdered after dark. I saw the dead body. His 
Wife stated at the inquest he was shot near his door. Isaw a quan- 
tity of blood in a foot or two of his door, ‘where his wife stated he 
was shot. She stated no other person was present but herself. She 
stated several persons came in fifteen feet of her door; her husband 
walked out; one of them said “ Halt!’ The deceased remarked, 
Don’t you know me?” They said, ‘‘ Pull down on him !” and 
another shot him, being one of the same party. She stated he “ was 
shot with a gun, but did not know the parties who did the shooting ;” 
it was in the dark. 

Hoping this will be in compliance with your request, I remain

STATEMENT OF J. L. BOLLING. 


Tue STATE or TEXAS, Being called upon by the Hon. J. W. 

Limestone County. § Oliver to furnish a true but brief state- 
ment in regard to the late trouble in the city of Groesbeck, growing 
out of the killing of Applewhite by a State policeman, I state, upon 
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oath, that I, though near the scene of action, did not see the origin 
of the difficulty, but know that immediately after the killing, law- 
lessness prevailed to an alarming extent; the city’and county in 
arms; the mayor, A. Zadek, mtimidated, and forced to do or say 
anything; was foreed to leave his home with his wife and babe; 
was menaced by reckless parties, and came near veing assassinated 
in his private room. Know that he did everything in bis power to 
preserve the peace; know that his life was in imminent danger, and 
believe he is yet in great danger. Know that the leaders of the Re- 
publican party were threatened. Know that W. W. Qrr, G. A. 
Walls, and D. W. Lewis and others, did and said much to mfluence 
the public and incite them to murder and bloodshed, and much more 
beside. Will say, that but for the submissive course pursued by the 
mayor, the county of Limestone would have been deluged in blood 
and carnage; think he deserves great credit for the course pursued 
by him in the premises.

STATEMENT OF JAMES F. HUSTON. 


SPRINGFIELD, Texas, Oct. 5, 1871. 
Hon. J. W. OLIVER, - 
` Judge Thirty-third Judicial District : 
_ Dear Str: On last Saturday evening late I heard that a man 
had been killed in Groesbeck, by the State police. When the stage 
arrived I heard that a white man and one or more negroes had been 
killed, and that everybody were in arms to arrest the murderers. 
Sheriff Young and his deputy were sent for, and went to Groes- 
beck. About 7 o’clock A. M., Sunday, Mr. W. B. Bonner, clerk 
and registrar, was waited on, and told that white men were being 
shot down like dogs by the negro Staté police, almost constantly, 
and that the community and people were perfectly incensed and 
could not, nor would not, stand it longer. Peace, they said, they 
wanted ; but protection they were determined to have. Mr. Bonner 


_ told them (the committee) that he would have the State police, 


special guards, etc., all on the ground as soon as possible to enforce 
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law and order, and that everything should be done, and that nothing 
should be left undone to restore order and enforce the law.. Mr. 
Bonner was told that the people will not permit negro police to en- 
force the laws, and that the mere sight of the negro police would 
surely lead to bloodshed. Much more of the same kind of language 
was used by the committee—and also told Mr. Bonner that some- 
thing must be done, and that quickly; and that no negro police 
could be used, or should be Mr. Bonner then asked, “ If I cannot 
use the men and officers that the law directs I shall use, what am I 
to do?” The committee’s answer was about this: “ Keep all the 
negro police and negroes out of the way; make a police of my 
company (or the white State militia) and arrest the murderers of 
Applewhite, and put them in jail, and conduct the matter and the 
election right; and I (Captain Richardson), and we (the committee), 
can guarantee that you are safe” (meaning Radicals and negroes). 
Mr. Bonner, after due consultation, concluded to throw himself and 


give himself, friends and party to the committee, and ask for the, 


protection of bis life, and the lives of many citizens, which he did. 

About 8 or9 o'clock A. M., Capt. Newton, D. P. S., returned 
from Groesbeck; said the excitemement was as great as it could be; 
said he wasvery fortunate to get out alive. Soon afterwards Sheriff 
Yeung returned ftom Groesbeck, and said that the excitement was 
past all reason, and to save his life, he had to do nearly as the mob 
directed; said he did not know what to do; that he was powerless. 
When told what Mr. Bonner had done, said it was our only chance 
and hope, and has been acting with Capt. Richardson up to this 
time. . 

The universal demand was, that the negroes charged with the 
killing of Applewhite, should be arrested at all hazards and placed 
in jail, and the first prudent step to be taken was to arrest, or 
restrain the mad mob at Groesbeck. To this end Capt. Richardson 
took some sixty or seventy of his men and went to Groesbeeck ; 
Sherif Young, Mr. Bonner, Judge D. M. Pendergrast as a mediator 
and spokesman. 

. In the meantime the State police reported to the sheriff that they 
had the parties charged with the killing, and as soon as they had 
assurance that the prisoners would be safe, that they (the police) 
would bring the parties to jail; and while Captain Richardson and 
the sheriff and others were in Groesbeck, Esq. 8. Jones, of Beat No. 
5, (Kosse) went to where the prisoners were and assured them that 
they should be protected, and that the police were safe in bringing 
and putting the accused in jail, and agreed and arranged that 
twenty colored men and twenty white men should have charge of 
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the safety of the prisoners; and under this agreement the accused 
1. were brought here and placed in jail, where they now are. 
1 - I am told that there are warrants out for some two or three more 
: parties charged as particeps criminis, and I am satisfied that 
Sheriff Young is using due diligence to have them arrested. 
- Karly Sunday morning a large number of men (for this place) 
collected; al? had arms; some pistols, some shot guns, rifles, etc., and 
every few minutes parties of two or more were seen riding rapidly 
into town, much excited, and all armed. 

After Captain Richardson’s company left for Groesbeck, armed 

r and excited men could be seen to g into the town, stop just long 
enough to ask a question or two, get Mh answer, and leave in a full 
gallop---some at full speed in the directii of Groesbeck. 

When the men returned, 1 was on the north side of the square, 
and T returned to the south side just as Capt. R.’s company were going 
to the north side, so that nearly the whole company passed by me. 
„L am known to all as the Treasurer of Limestone county, and that 
I got my appointment from Governor Davis, and as such I was con- 
demned. The following language was used by several of the com- 
pany, to-wit: ‘“‘Thereis the damned old scoundrel!” ‘ That’s 
the damned old Radical son-ofa-bitch !” “Git to your hole!” 
“ Well get you yet, you damned Radical son-of-a-bitch !” hissing, 
jeering and the like. I considered my life in great danger, and got 
in the house as soon as [ could. 

Soon afterwards, some two or three or four companies or squads 
of excited and armed men followed Capt. Richardson’s company 

Springfield—some from all parts of the county, I should say 
some two or three hundred in all—all demanding the arrest, at all 
hazards, of all who were accused of having anything to do in the 
killing of Applewhite; and all appeared to unite in this, that they 
would have no more negro police; and it was frequently expressed, 
that “the negro must be wiped out.” Several propositions were 
made to “charge the court house and take the prisoners.” Iam 
told, and heard as much, that a “fight with the negroes was desired 
by many,” and expected by nearly all. During the time that the 
men were collecting, none came to my house, where the county 
officers board. The crowd treated every man who was 
known to have Republican sentiments with derision and 
contempt. I saw three white men charge on some two or three 
negroes present, and cock their guns, but were called back by some 
parties who appeared to be in command. I cannot name all the 
men who called on Mr. Bonner on Sunday morning. 

The following are the names of all I recollect at the time: Capt. 
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W. Richardson, W. P. Brown, H. M. Roberts, Capt. J. W. Stevens, 
J. L. Farrer, Dr. M. Kemp, J. R. Johnson, and some others. 

All that I saw, heard and know, convinces me that the men that 
were under arms on Sunday, or most of them, were acting under 
regular leaders, and all seemed to act in concert, like organized 
men; and it is generally believed that they were all- organized 
in companies, etc.’ For some reason Capt. Richardson called his 
men together as soon as he heard of tae killing of Mr. Applewhite, 
and had them nearly ready to act when he offered his and their ser- 
vices to Mr. Bonner. l 

I do not consider any of fae Republican county officers safe here 
at present. . 

Republicans have not-»umbers- sufficient to protect themselves, 
and I respectfully ask yeur honor to adopt and recommend to His 
Excellency Governor Davis, such measures as will give protection: 
to all.

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STATEMENT OF HON. J. W. OLIVER. 


‘ SPRINGFIELD, TEXAS, October 6, 1871. 
To His Excellency E. J. DAVIS, 
‘Governor of the State of Texas: 

DEAR Siz: I have been here, and have_thoroughly, and to my 
entire satisfaction, investigated the conduct of the rioters of Lime- 
stone county, and to give you a detailed account of the outrages 
would keep me writing for a week. Suffice it to say that I know of 
nothing in the history of the government that so loudly calls and 
demands the most severe and summary punishment as the partici- 
pants in this hellish mob, hatred, malice, murder, and the complete 
and ruination of Republicans is the compound. 

I can’t do the subject justice, and I will say that nothing less 
than the trial and punishment of at least fifty to one hundred men 
by a determined court martial, backed by from two to three hundred 
brave and Joyal men, will do any good; and unless this is done the 
whole matter will be a farce. The rioters can prove anything they 
want to, and it is no use to prosecute them in the courts; and even 
if I were to arrest and try them, I would be compelled to try with 
jurors equally guilty as the accused, and it would simply be a fool- 
ish undertaking. 
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Now, Governor, I am not excited at.all. I mean precisely what 
I say. 
Tents you some statements of gentlemen, and T will say to you 
that some of the parties making the statements tell me that they are 
afraid to tell the whole truth about this matter until they feel that 
this State is not to be handed over to the enemies of the government. 
Tam going to stay with these scoundrels, and I commence on to- 
morrow to arrest some twenty or thirty of the ringleaders; and I 
will do it, or somebody will get badly hurt. Many of the villains 
are defiant, but I intend to test their grit before 12 M. to-morrow. 
Some of the villams are now getting very sorry, since I have cre- 
ated in their minds the certainty of the remedy to be applied to 
them. They say the good people want peace, and all that; but they 
always fail to say anything that would protect anybody but them- 
selves. They.see it is going to cost something, and they are sorry 
indeed. l 

Republicans must be protected, and an example made of this 
county. There are a few good men, but they are afraid to offer re- 
sistance to the mob, which extends from one end of the county vo 
the other. 

Martial law, and a court composed of men of steel, and two 
‘hundred to three hundred troops—United States treeps at that, if 
they can be had—is the only thing to conquer effectually these 
outlaws. 

Telegraph to me, or write, as you prefer, what I am to expect. 
I will say no more, as I deem it unnecessary. 

I send this by Judge Jones, who is one of the Board of Appeals 
of this county, and who can give you his experience.

- STATEMENT OF REGISTRAR, JUDGES OF ELECTION 
` AND SHERIFF, OF LIMESTONE COUNTY. 


SPRINGFIELD, October 3, 1871. 
To His Excellency Governor E. J. DAVIS : 

Drar Sir: The late disturbances in our county render it neces- 
sary for us to give you an explicit and detailed account of their 
causes and effects as directly involving the interests of our county, 
and indirectly our personal welfare and the interests of our party. 
While we positively disclaim any intention to wreak or attempt to 
wreak vengeance on our enemies, we are firmly convinced of the ab- 
solute necessity of martial lawin this county. Crimes most heinous 
have been committed against the lives and peace of our citizens, in 
so many instances, and backed by such a strong Insurrectionary 
power, thoroughly armed and equipped, that the civil authority is 
impotent to punish them. So confident are these insurrectionary 
forces of freedom from prosecution that they openly laugh at any 
attempt of an officer directed towards them, and intimate openly 
their ability and readiness to put him out of the way. We are too 
well acquainted with the condition of society in this State to doubt 
for one moment the importance of such threats; hence, under the cir- 
cumstances, we are entirely unable in a civil capacity to arrest or 
deal with these offenders as the law demands. To talk of letting 
this matter pass, and these crimes be unpunished, is simply to say 
to all the Republicans in the county, henceforth you are the 
slaves of these parties and entirely at their mercy; for, like the 
- taste of blood to the hound, this gratification of their passions with- 
out punishment will serve only to incite them to future and greater 
eXCesses. 

Now for a plain, unvarnished tale of the circumstances of the 
riot, commencing in Groesbeeck, on Saturday the first day of Octo- 
ber. ‘Phis statement can be substantiated by responsible citizens m 
every particular. Some of the special police were in Groesbeck, 
and the mayor was using them to preserve the peace. They had in 
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charge a man named Dan Galagher, who had been arrested for dis- 
turbing the peace. Applewhite went on his bond and he was re- 
leased. All parties then went into Clark’s saloon to drink. Angry 
words soon passed, the exact import of which we do not now know; 
both policeman and Applewhite drew their weapons at the same 
time and fired, Applewhite being mortally wounded, and the 
policeman severely wounded in the left arm; he sprang at the police- 
man, and passing him ran out in the street where he was speedily 


. finished, with those shocking circtmstances invariably accompanying 


homicide in the midst of great excitement. Like a spark of fire 
in powder the circumstance kindled the wildest excitement, the 
mayor himself catching the infection. He called out wildly for the 
whole town to arm, which gave the mob the pretext they desired, 
and in the course of two hours the town was in possession of 
three or four hundred armed men, drunk and wild with excitement, 
threatning vengeance on Republicans and negroes and forcing 
the mayor to shut himself up in his house in momentary 


. dread of losing his life. A portion of the mob went to the 


house of an unoffending, innocent negro working in the store of 
Lee & Mix, and murdered him in his own door. All during the 
night the turmoil continued; the mob shoutng and yelling, and dis- 
charging firearms incessantly. The policemen, with the assistance 
of their friends, managed to get out of town, and were carried to the 
quarters of Merrit Trammell, a State policeman. On the morning 
of Sunday the registrar ordered Captain Richardson’s company of 
State Guards to arm and go with him to Groesbeck to assist in quell- 
ing the disturbance. On our arrival there the avowed sympathy of 
Captain Richardson’s company with the rioters was so manifest that- 
the registrar and sheriff deemed it best to conciliate, as much as pos- 
sible. But conciliation was of no avail. They dictated their terms, 
and Mr. Young, the sheriff, was forced to obey them, or promise to, 
to avoid bloodshed. Mr. Zadek, the mayor, was surrounded by an 
armed force of two hundred men, and was going through the farce of 
holding a council meeting, composed of special aldermen, under the 
fear and dictation of the armed mob without. Great allowance is to 
be made for the indiscretion of Mr. Zadek on account of the dan- 
gerous position in which he was placed, with no chance of assistance 
reaching him soon. He was'virtually a prisoner, ‘and forced to sanc- 
tion, with his name’ and official position, the outrages of the mob. 
For instance: a body of fifty men, under the sheriff, and with a 
warrant to arrest the two policemen, on their way boasted of the 
men and children they would murder, and the women they would 
ravish; the sheriff himself being an unwilling participant in the vile 
concern. 
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- The only: terms the mob would make was, that the two po- 
licemen were to be arrested and guarded, and that unless 
the sheriff did so, they would kill every negro or do it themselves. 
Seeing the danger of immediate conflict, the Republicans of the 


-county went to the boys and prevailed on them to give themselves up 


to the sheriff, with the assurance that their lives were to be protec- 
ted and the mob in Groesbeck disarmed. ` Captain Richardscn, of 
the State Guards, pledged himself to this. The boys (policemen) 
were brought to the court house, and a guard of twenty white and ~ 
twenty colored militia were placed over them. They were carried 

tò the courthouse because the wounded man was in no condition to be 

put in jail. The guards had barely been stationed, however, when 

a company of men from Groesbeck, armed, rode into Springfield and 

gave the sheriff five minutes to put the men in jail. There is no 

doubt but unless this thing had be2n done, a general massacre of Re- 

publicans and negroes would have been the result. On the way to 

jail several attempts were made to fire at them which the prudence 

of individual men prevented. 

From this time on, during Sunday and Sunday night and Monday, 
the mob kept pessession of Groesbeck and of the county. On Mon- 
day distinct information was conveyed to the board of election that 
unless the polls were opened on Tuesday our lives would not be 
safe. We did not consider that any fair election could be held, and 
had determined not to open the polls; but in order to save ourselves 
and prevent further riot, we have opend them, and the Democrats 
are now voting everybody they want to, and running us as com- 
pletely as they have heretofore run Mayor Zadek. Not a single 
Colored man has been up to-day, and they have sent us word they 
will not come and be murdered. Ofcourse, no such election will be 
counted, and we will in all probability close the polls as soon as we 
believe we can safely do so. 

This is a general statement of facts, leaving out those individual 
cases of intimidation and assault, which would make this communi- 
cation too long, although they are in themselves sufficient to justify 
the demand we make of you for martial law. For instance, the 
deputy sherif was given two minutes to leave Groesbeck on Sunday 
morning, and left with twenty fire-arms levelled at him. Mr. Bon- 
ner and Judge Jones, the registrar and judge of election, were de- 
liberately aimed at, and would have been shot, but for the timely 
interference of Major Farrar, on the public square of Springfield, 
and the universal vilification and abuse heaped on us at every corner 
and by-way. 

Under the circumstances, we feel ourselves compelled to ask of 
your Excellency the protection and support of the State govern- 
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ment. We ask it as Republicans who have been faithful to your 
administration and the general government, and who are now in that 
degree of danger, to our lives, our persons, and our property, justi- 
fying the interference of the executive rod. 
Hoping no wisrepresentations may deter your Excellency from 
granting us the relief asked, we are,

STATEMENT OF 8. J. WEAVER AND M. A TUCKER. 


To His Excellency E., J. DAVIS, Governor, and JAMES P. 
NEWCOMB, Secretary of State: , 
The undersigned, Board of Election and Registrar of Limestone 

county, beg most respectfully to submit: 

That having been appointed for the purpose of holding and se- 
curing to the people of Limestone county a fair and’ peaceable elec- 
tion, it was our intention, in accordance with law, to open the polls 
of said county on the 8rd day of October, 1871, and to record and 
properly report the votes then and there polled, to the proper aŭ- 
thorities, as in duty bound. In accordance with law the registrar 
commenced the registration of voters on the 12th day of September 
last, and for ten consecutive days, without interruption, continued 
the registration of voters as required by law. On the 28th day of 
September last, it being Wednesday, the Board of Revision entered 
on the discharge of the duties of their offices, and were proceeding 
quietly therein when they were stopped by an unfortunate riot, com- 
mencing at Groesbeck on Saturday night, and extending, before 
Sunday morning, to all’ parts of the county. The riot was 30 ex- 
tensive and important as to attract the attention of the whole State 
of Texas, and to prevent a fair and free expression of the political 
sentiment of the people cf Limestone county in the then approach- 
ing election. Political bitterness ard rancor which had been stirred 
up by the late canvass to the utmost tension of political prudence, 
broke forth like some volcanic power, and threatened the entire dis- 
ruption of all peaceful relations, and the immolation of hundreds 
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of victims upon the altar of civil strife. The difficulty unfortu-- 
nately took the direction of a confliet between races, which caused 
the danger to be more imminent and impressive. The colored por- 
tion of our population, being in the minority, retreated into the 


woods and threw themselves on the defensive. This left the repre- ` 


sentatives of Democracy entirely masters of the field, who, in 
drunken riot, (the majority of them) thoroughly armed and vowing 
vengeance on their opponents, kept the county wild with excitement 
and entirely intimidated the citizens, making it impossible to se- 
cure a full, fair and impartial vote of the citizens of Limestone 
county. 

Under the circumstances, your humble servants conceived it un- 
safe and improper to hold any election whatever, and had determined 
on such a course, when we were notified by representatives of the 
mob that the only way to secure peace to the community and save 
our lives, was to open the polls. With this assurance we opened 
them and received the votes, a return of which is herewith enclosed. 
You will perceive that the entire vote is mostly cast for the Demo- 
cratic candidate, but a few who were on official duty at the county 
‘seat casting their votes for the Repnblican candidate. ‘Ihe remain- 
ing voters were deterred from voting, especially the colored portion, 
by fear, and numbers of those who voted the Democratic ticket had 
given assurance of their Intention to vote the Republian some time 
previous to the election. The premises considered, we think our- 
selves justified in arriving at the following conclusion : 

First-—Of the number voted, viz, 1188, at least 79 had been ob- 
jected to by the Board of Revision for good and sufficient reasons, 
ind 200 at least had been improperly registered on a sixty days 
residence in the county, instead of six months, as the law requires. 


Add to these say 150 men who were induced by the prevailing bit- - 


terness of partisan feeling to vote against their inclinations, and we 
kave 429 votes to be taken from those actually polled for the Demo- 
cratic candidate. The entire number of colored voters regis- 
tered is 843, of whom fully two-thirds would have voted, 
and all have voted the Republican ticket. Deducting the rejected 
voters, and those improperly registered, from the number 
actually polled, and deducting the number who would 
have voted for the Republican candidate; but were forced by 


the circumstances to vote against it, and adding them to the number - 


' who would have voted the Republican ticket, and we have a balance 
left to the Democratic nominee of 734, and 787 votes which would 
have been given to the Republican candidate, had a føll, fair and 
impartial election been held. 


This estimate, while we think it entirely satisfactory and reliable, ` 
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-is of course subject to the liability to error so common on any esti- 
' mate of a popular vote. Individually we ‘are of the opinion that 


the whole county should be thrown out on account of the entire lack 
of anything like a fair election, but we submit the facts and leave 


` the decision of the matter to your Excellency. 


A more full and complete description of the riot will be found in 
the Governor’s or Adjutant General’s Office, and we refer to it to 
justify our report as to the character and influence of the mob.

STATEMENT OF W. H. TRACY, REGISTRAR OF FREE- 
\STONE COUNTY. 
\ 
His Excellency E. J. DAVIS, 

l Governor of the State of Texas: 

Dear Sir: The undersigned was duly appointed registrar of 
Freestone county, and went to Fairfield on the thirteenth ultimo to 
attend to the duties of that office. 

- Since my advent in Fairfield I was the object of mistrust, intimi- 
dation and abuse beyond parallel heretofore. 


SPRINGFIELD, October 8, 1871. 
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‘On my arrival there I found over fifty men under arms, acting as _ 


special policemen, without any legal authority whatever, who con- 
tinued to act as such during the election, and used their authority 
and assumed position to prevent Republican voters from polling their: 
votes, and to assist the Democracy in polling fraudulent ones. They 
were called. out by the Democratic Club at Fairfield, and were in 
such strength as to prevent the use of my special policemen, and en- 


tirely deprived me of the power to enforce the Governor’s orders, or- 


secure to the people a full and fair expression at the polls. The 
following, among many others, will give you an idea of the charac- 
ter of the intimidation practiced : l 

Sheriff J. B. Rogers, District Collector H. G. Anderson, Thomas 
Tatum, and Thomas Blackburn, deputy in district clerk’s office, and 
other officers, had negroes under their control, among them one 
Oliver Cleaveland, whom they forced to vote the Democratic ticket, 
threatening them if they did not that they would have to leave 
there, and that after the election they would have hot times of it; 
saying further that they intended going tor the policemen, and no 
white Republican should live in that county. 

William Blain told one freedman that he had better not vote for 
Clark. Voted for Giddings through fear. His name was Belleville 
Simmons. . 

James Clark told Hy. Williams, a freedman, that he would kill 
him as he went home if he voted for Clark. l 

Albert Hendricks came to the polls with Pompey Walker and 
Jo. Walker, and told them they would have to vote for Giddings or 
they would have to leave his place. 

Tom Jefferson made Green Carter vote for Giddidgs. 

Dr. Rowls máde Butler Polk, a freedman, vote for Giddings. He- 
was assisted in thìs intimidation by Wm. Looney, who told Butler 
that he was lame now and if he did not vote for Giddings he would 
be lamer before night. | 
Lee Green, deputy sheriff, made one Robert Buzby vote for Gid- 
dings. . 

Thomas Jefferson tried to drive one of the police from the en- 
trance of the courthouse, because he would not let him in during’ 
the counting of the votes, and told him: “ Dam you, I will kill you 


before you leave town,” drawing, at the same time, a large stick on’ 


him. Louis H. Shelton, (white,) Bradley, an attorney, and others, 

said that I, (the registrar,) had better leave there in the night if I 

wanted to get away alive; that they did not mind losing a sweet-.

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Mims Gibbs and John Lane vote the Democatic ticket, coming up 
to the polls with them for that purpose. 

Linn Stubbs. made one George Walker vote the Democratic ticket, 
telling him if he did not he would not let him haye any more credit. 
- Sam Newman lives in Leon county; told ©. H. Prowell if he 
couldn’t vote in Fairfield he would go to Leon and vote. 

Sam Wells, who has lived in Navarro county four years, came to 
Fairfield and voted. 

- Frank Ryan, a transient man, swore out registration papers and 
voted, but had not been in the county two weeks. 

These are a few only of the hundreds of cases of a similar na- 
ture. We had no fair election whatever. We are satisfied that two 
hundred and fifty white men would have voted the Republican ticket 
who were foreed to vote for Giddings by the press of circumstan- 
ces: One hundred and fifty colored men were absolutely com- 
pelled to vote against us, and agaimst their wishes, by 
the rabble Demoracy. Among the remaining votes for 
Giddings, 163 had registered by proxy under King, contrary to all 
law ; this will make a total of 563 vutes illegally cast for Giddings, 
which taken from the number altogether cast for him leaves him 584 
votes, which are all to which he is justly and legally entitled. These 
votes would ali have been cast for Gen. Clark, and we beheve the 
law warrants it, and he should have them, which would give him 
1864 votes, to which he is justly and legally entitled. The fact of 
intimidation can be proven by scores of witnesses without the least 
trouble. Three bailiffs and the sheriff were forced into the room 
where we were counting ballots; and during election I was guarded 
by three of their armed men to and from the store where I deposited 
the ballot box. I overheard the deputy sheriff, Thomas Tatum, say 
yesterday that if I got away from there with my neck safe I would 
be doing well. The threatening aspect of affairs forced me to leave 
for my persoual safety. I took ten of my policemen and started for 
Mr. Morse’s in Freestone county, but fearing an attack there, I rode 
on in haste to this place, where I finish my report. l 
- The condition of affairs in that county demand immediate atten- 
tion. It is a fact that will not bear contradiction. It is a fact that 
will not bear contradiction that opinion is no longer free, and the 
old rebel political autocrats of 1861 are running the-county in the 
interest of the government. The secrèt asscciation, which is known’ 
among the cow-boys as the ‘‘ Blue Lodge,” Ku-Klux in its nature, is. 
organized in all parts of the county. They are thoroughly armed: 
and prepared at, a moment’s- notice to enter on their work of rebel- 
lion and bloodshed. _ Very respectfully, sO

Mr. Robertson presented the following memorial and affidavits 
from the citizens of Limestone county in reference to martial law : 


MEMORIAL OF CITIZENS OF LIMESTONE COUNTY IN 
REFERENCE TO MARTIAL LAW. 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Texas: 


GENTLEMEN: On Saturday, September 30, D. O. Applewhite 
was shot and killed by Mitch. Cotton and three other colored State 
policemen. i 
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` The policemen fired the first shot, and at the time no resistance 
was made by the deceased. Immediately after he was shot he ran‘ 
across Navasota: street, passed through French’s auction house and 
across Waco street, closely pursued by the policemen, who continued 
firing. When deceased -reached the corner of Navasota and Wacq 
streets he was knocked down by one of the policemen, and after 
falling to the ground was shot several times, and his body literally 
riddled with balls. While the policemen were retiring, A. Zadek, 
Jr., mayor of Groesbeck, came up and said to the crowd that was 
gathered around: ‘‘I summons you all'to help me arrest those men 
(pointing to the policemen), and to help me keep the peace.” A 
-short time after this he made the same announcement to another 
crowd of citizens, all of whom armed. themselyes and came forward, 
subject to the order of the mayor. 
From the body of Applewhite the four policemen retired to the 
mayor’s office, on Navasota street, where they barricaded themselves, 
and in a loud and threatening manner defied the authorities and 
citizens to arrest them, flourishing their six-shooters and firing twe 
or three shots at parties who were quietly passing on the opposite 
side of the street. Things remained in this condition for about an 
hour, when -the four policemen were reinforced by about twenty of 
their associates, who came in from the direction of Springfield, 
armed and mounted. They consulted together a short time, when 
the entire force retreated from the town, uttering threats against the 
town and the white people generally, and fired a number of shots 
back while retreating. By this time it was growing dark, and par- 
ties coming in from the country reported that the negroes were 
being reinforced, and declared their intention to return and burn the 
town. 
The mayor appointed A. H. Stegall, a responsible and well 
known citizen, marshal of the city, with instructions to organize a 
_ special police force, and to patrol the streets and guard the city. 
Under this order a force on foot and one mounted was organized, 
with instructions not to go outside the corporate limits. 
_ At about midnight ...... Young, sheriff of Limestone county, 
with his deputy, Captain Newton, came into Groesbeck. Affidavits 
were made out against the parties who had killed Applewhite, and 
warrants of arrest issued and placed in the hands of the sheriff. Up 
to this time the force organized by order of the mayor had confined 
their operations to the city limits. When the warrants of arrest 
were placed in the hands of the sheriff, he said to Dr. J. J. Robert- 
son, who had been ordered to take command of the mounted patrol 
force: “ I summon you and your men (about thirty-five in number) 
to proceed with me and arrest the men who killed Applewhite, and 
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for whom I hold warrants of arrést.”” This summens was obeyed, 
and the posse, headed by the sheriff, proceeded to within a half mile 
of what is known as “ Merrick’s Quarters,’ where it was under- 
stood the parties who killed Applewhite had taken refuge. Here 
the sheriff left the posse in command of Dr. Robertson, and, with 
his deputy, went in the direction of the Quarters. In a short while 
the sheriff returned and stated that he had seen Merrick and Giles 
Trammell, who controlled the colored polices that they stated that 
Mitch. Cotton had been sent off, but that ...... Jones, one of the 
parties that the warrants called for, could be arrested. He then 
requested that T. J. Gibson, Esq., shouid accompany him, and that 
the remainder of the posse remain where they then were. This order 
‘was promptly obeyed. Sometime after the sheriff and Mr. Gibson 
returned and stated that Giles Trammell had gone on a mile and a 
half for the purpose of arresting ...... Jones, and ordered that, 
as the posse could do him no further good, they return to Groesbeck, 
and that he would return to Merrick’s Quarters; and as soon as the 
arrest was made he would take the prisoners to Springfield. 

- Dr. J. J. Robertson then returned with the posse to Groesbeck. 
When he reached there it was nearly daylight and everything was 
quiet. He then ordered his men to disperse, in pursuance of the 
sheriff's orders, which they promptly did. On the next day, Sun- 
day, October 1, the news having spread throughout the county that 
the colored people were under arms and had threatened to attack — 
and burn the town, the white citizens came in from all parts of the 
county, but were readily controlled by the mayor and his authority. 

Eady in the day Dr. J. J. Robertson was again summoned by - 
the mayor; he was ordered to get together his men. A warrant 
for the arrest of the parties charged with the killing of Applewhite 
was placed in his hands; he was regularly deputized to execute it. 
Atter getting a short distance from town this order was revoked and 
his posse dispersed. l 

At about 10 o’elock A. M. the sheriff came into Groesbeck at the 
head of Capt. Richardson’s company of State Guards. A consulta- 
tion was held by the sheriff with the leading citizens of the county, 
when he decided to take Capt. Richardson’s company and proceed 
and immediately arrest the parties charged with the killing of Ap- 
plewhite. 

By this time the policemen had been reinforced by from one to 
two hundred armed colored men. At about 5 o'clock P. M. the 
news came to Groesbeck that two of the parties, to-wit: Mitch 
Cotton and Jones, had been arrested and placed in jail. Quiet was 
immediately restored, and since that time no unusual excitement or 
disturbance has occurred. 
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On Wednesday, October 4, Judge J. W. Oliver reached Groes- 
beck. A meeting of the citizens was called, and Judge Oliver invi-- 
ted to attend ; he was present, and stated that martial law had been 
threatened; but if the citizens would organize themselves into a 
special police force he would swear them to execute all orders and 
process according to law, and that martial law would be unnecessary, 
as they could make all necessary airests, etc. Whereupon about 
fifty of the leading citizens of the county organized themselves into 
& special police force, were sworn in by Judge Oliver and placed in 
charge of Col. Mitcheil, a well known citizen: of the county, and 
to whose sworn statements we call especial attention. Since that 
time this force have held themselves subject to the order of Judge 
Oliver, and have made a number of arrests; -indeed, the only ar- - 
rests which have not been made, when ordered, of any party im- 
plicated in this tragedy or the alleged riot, is that of two colored 
policemen, against whom warrants of arrest were issued more than 
a week ago for the killing of Applewhite. But they are permitted 
by the authorities to go at large, and while this memorial is being 
prepared are walking the streets of Groesbeck, unmolested either by 
the officers of the law or any one else. : 

On Saturday night, during the excitement, a colored man named 
Bob Lee was killed. One Anthony Simms has been arrested and 
placed in jail, charged with the killing of said colored man. B 
his own acknowledgment. he is doubtless the man who did the killing. 
This man Simms is notoriously insane, for the proof of which, as 
well as all other important matters herein set forth, we refer you to 
the accompanying affidavits. 

During the election, the registrar placed Captain Richardson’s 
company of State guards ou duty at the polls, and we cannot con- 
ceive how any election could have passed off more quietly. No in- 
timidation was used against the Republicans of the county; but, on - 
the contrary, runners were sent throughout the county by Captain 
Richardson and leading citizens, pledging protection to every colored 
man who came to the polls ; but they were ordered by the managers 
of the election and the leaders of the Republican party to stay away 
from the polls. -A number were publicly ordered to retire from the 
polls, who: had come forward to vote, with the remark that then was 
not the time for them to vote. 

We respectfully submit this report with our accompanying proofs 
to your honorable body, and earnestly invite the calm and dispas- 
sionate attention of every member of the Legislature of Texas thereto. 
We respectfully insist that we have violated no law asa people. 
Everything done by us was at the command of the officers of the 
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law and for our own protection from the threats and menaces of a 
mob of infuriated men. 

We would therefore appeal to you, as the representatives of free, 
enlightened and Jaw abiding people, to stand by us in thik, the 
darkest hour of our history, and avert the evils and calamitous con- 
sequences which would be visited upon us by a declaration of mar- 
tial law and a suspension of the writ of habeas corpus and right of 
trial by jury. 

We have the honor to be, most respectfully, your fellow-citizens 
of Limestone county.

AFFIDAVIT OF J. D. PARISH. 


Tue State or Texas, }) Before the .undersigned authority, this 
County of Limestone. day personally appeared J. D. Parish, 
_ who being duly sworn, deposes and says: 
My place of. business is immediately opposite Clark’s saloon, 
where the shooting of D. C. Applewhite, on the thirtieth of Sep- 
tember, occurred. I saw Dan Galagher and D. C. Applewhite enter 
Clark’s saloon just before the shooting commenced. They were 
closely followed by three colored policemen, two of whom com- 
menced drawing their six shooters before they got to the door, or in 
sight of where Applewhite was standing, with his back towards the 
door. As they entered the door, Galagher and Applewhite turned 
with their faces towards the door. Immediately afterwards I heard 
some one say, ‘‘ Don’t shoot !”’ but the policemen almost instantly 
opened fire on Applewhite.” Applewhite then ran out of the door 
and crossed Navasota street, followed by the policemen, who contin- 
ued firing at him. I saw the policemen as they were retiring from 
the dead body and going in the direction of the mayor’s office. One 
of them had a six-shooter, flourishing it over his head. J heard 
him say, in a loud and excited tone of voice;-“ There is another 
white-livered son-of-a-bitch that I want to kill. I will have this 
town flowing with white blood before morning.” On the follow- 
ing morning I heard A. Zadek, Jr., mayor of Groesbeck, say that 
he had ordered the citizens to arm themselves and arrest the mur- 
derers of Applewhite. On Sunday morning, October 1, the report 
was current that the colored people were rallying for the purpose of 
attacking the town. At about five o’clock Sunday evening, news 
reached Groesbeck that two of the murderers of Applewhite had 
been arrested and placed in jail. The citizens seemed to be at once 
satisfied, and since that time the town has never been so quiet and

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AFFIDAVIT OF R. J. POPE, M.D. 


THE STATE or Texas, Personally appeared before me Dr. È J. 
County of Limestone. § Pope, who being sworn, says: 
' That on the ninth day of October, 1871, he was summoned by 
J. H. Lofland, Esq., to accompany a jury of inquest to examine the 
body of Sam Cline, and went to the place where the body was found, 
on the Houston and Texas Central Railroad; about forty or fifty 
yards north of the crossing on the Navasota river; and at the re- 
quest of J. H. Lofland, Esq., and.the jury of inquest, he examined 
- the body of Sam Cline minutcly and closely; and he found, by an 
examination of the railroad track, that the body of said Cline had 
evidently been struck by the cars, on their passage south, on the 
evening of the eighth of October, about one hundred and fifty yards 
north of the point where he found his body on the morning of the 
ninth, and had been carried by the cars to a point near the tank on 
the north bank of the Navasota. At the place where his body was 
first struck by the cars, there was very little blood. FoNowing the 
track southward, in the direction where his body was found, he found 
on the track more and more blood, until the place was reached where 
he first found his body, and at the very place where his body was 
discovered there was quite a quantity of blood. The clothes of 
Sam Cline had evidently become entangled in the brake of the cars 
‘when they first struck his body, and he had been carried by the cars 
a distance of about one hundred and fifty yards before his clothes 
became disentangled from the brake. His clothes were badiy torn. 
The head was severed from the body, not by any sharp instrument, 
for the neck was crushed and torn, not cut. The left arm and hand. 
were also torn and crushed. The sternum was broken, and the up- 
per third of thigh was bruised and gashed, and-other minor injuries. 
were done the body. He also -states, that between the place where 
blood was discovered on the track, about one hundred and fifty yards 
north of where Cline’s body was found, and the point where the body 
was, he saw on the east rail of the car track patches or small quan- 
tities of hair. | 

From the foregoing facts he is led to the conclusion that Sam 
Cline came to his death by being run over by a train on the Houston 
and Texas Central Railroad,

_ STATEMENT OF J. A. RANKIN. 


SPRINGFIELD, October 11, 1871. 
Hon, E. PETTIT: 

My Dear Friend: I write you this to give you a true statement 
in reference to what is said to be the trouble in reference to the 
Springfield election. 

Everything was as quiet as usual in this county until the most 
outrageous murder of Applewhite in Groesbeck on Saturday before 
election. His unprovoked murder threw a horror over the people, 
no man feeling safe in reference to his life, as men who professed to 
be peace officers were shooting down men without giving them a 
chance to say whether they would surrender or not. No one felt 
safe a moment. ™ 

Captain Richardsen’s company of militia met and offered their 
services to the captain of police fer the purpose of assisting in the 
arresting of unlawful men, and to keep the peace and order at the 
election which was te come off on the following Tuesday. The 
captain of police accepted the services of the company, and they 
went on duty at once. Several other squads of men armed them- 
selves and came to town, as they had learned that there was a riot 
on hand. As scon- as those squads of men ascertained that Captain 
Richardson’s company was called out, and that they were sufficient 
to control the whole thing, they returned home and remained there 
in quiet. 

Captain Richardson’s company continued on duty until the elec- 
tion was over, and then they were-dismissed by the captain of police. 
The most perfect order was obtained by them. They carried out all 
the orders of the Governor, and saw that no one came into town 
with wale that any spirits were used, and kept down all and 
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avery sort of disorder, and the election went off as quiet as any I 
have ever seen in my life. : 

The colored men, as a rule, refused to vote, because, as they said, 
they were fearful that they might be hurt. Captain Richardson 
and his officers dispatched messages to them in different parts of the 
county, assuring them that they would not be interfered with, and 
telling them to come and vote. 

I was riding in all directions from town on the day of election, 
and I made it a business to tell them to come and vote, and assured. 
them that there was no danger, and in many instances. L promised to 
become personally responsible for them if they would come. They 
all said that they had been told by their friends not to vote. 

All the citizens, as far I am advised, used their influence to show 
the negro that he was in no danger. It might be proper for me to 
say that the negro Merrick was in Springfield on Sunday before the 
election with an armed force of men that were estimated at about 
two hundred. He drew off in the evening, after the prisoners, 
who killed Applewhite, were put in jail. 

The people of this county are as a general rule willing to abide 
by and see that the laws of the country are executed, and in fact the 
complaint that is made by the people, is that the laws are not ex- 
. ecuted, and they want law and order. The people do not wish to have 
a lawless band of police and other officials to execute and to have the 
laws executed. There is no disposition to resist the law, but on the 
contrary, people want the law executed. They want officers to make 
arrests, and not shoot down men who. they have warrants for 
without giving them time to say if they will surrender or not. 

At this time there is perféct security to every one, and all and 
every one has the privilege to go and come at will, and durmg all 
the time that Capt. Richardson’s company was on duty every one, 
white and black, could go and come at will, provided they complied 
with the Governor’s order, m reference to carrying arms. There is 
no more cause at this time for martial law at this place than there 
was at any time before the late war.

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AFFIDAVIT OF ARTHUR B. HOMER. 


THe STATE OF TEXAS, Before the undersigned authority per- 
County of Limestone, sonally appeared ‘Arthur B. Homer, and 
being duly sworn, says: 

I was summoned as a special policeman by authority of Mayor 
Zadek on Saturday, the 30th of September about dark, to assist in 
preserving peace in the town of Groesbeck, and was on duty from 
that time until the following Tuesday in the afternoon, when I vol- 
unteered my services to Judge Oliver in the same capacity, and was 
sworn in by him and have served in that capacity to the present 
time. From the time I was first put on duty, Saturday, September 
80, up to the time that the news of the arrest of the two policemen 
who shot Applewhite, which was Sunday afternoon, there was con- 
siderable excitement, but I did not see any lawlessness or overt act 
committed. On the contrary, the sentiment of the community was 
to restore order and protect their property, and have those police- 
men arrested. When this was accomplished, though they only ar- 
rested two out of the four implicated, the excitement abated, and 
since that time I have not seen the town so orderly since it was a 
town; in fact it has‘ been more so, than when under the regular 
police force. mo, 

There can certainly be no necessity for martial law, inasmuch as 
every arrest has been made by the special force that they were called 
upon to make, and the only persons against whom warrants are 
issued that I know of, who are not arrested, are the other two police- 
men in the case of Applewhite, and we have not been called upon to 
arrest them, if we had, I believe we would have done so without the 
least trouble, had they been in the county. 

Relating to the killing of the negro on the railroad near the 
Navasota bridge, I would state that I was on the train Monday morn- 
ing and the body had not been removed or anything touched since 
the occurrence which took place Sunday night. 

The train was backing down at the time of the accident, having 
the freight car ahead. 1 found the body lying on the trestle work 
between the rails and close to the east side of the track; the head 
was entirely cut off and nowhere to be found; there was blood on 
one of the wheels of the car and pieces of clothing on one of the 
bolts, where he had apparently caught his shoulder and arm, which 
were scraped and bruised as though he had been dragged some dis- 
tance, and his clothes wére all torn off save his shoes and a piece of 
his pants that were drawn over the former; there were pieces of 
clothing and blood all along the track to the place where his hat 
was found, a distance of abuut three hundred yards, where there 
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was a mark in the loose soil of the track apparently made by his 
` shoulder when he was struck. In my opinion he was either lying 
on the track or attempted to get on the front car as it was backing 
down. The appearance of the neck would indicate that the head 
was torn from the trunk, and there was a piece of neck bone pro- 
jecting out of the wound about four inches.

THe State or Texas, ? . To all whom it may concern: At the 
County of Limestone. § instance of Judge J. W. Oliver, a number 
of citizens of Limestone county were sworn as special constable 
force, and myself appointed in charge of it by said Oliver. This 
was done on the fourth day of October, 1871. Judge Oliver after- 
wards called on me for an official statement as to whether civil law 
could be enforced, and all writs issued by him, executed. I replied 
in substance, there was no obstacles in the way of the exercise of 
civil government in this county, and I herewith attach a copy of 
said statement as a part of this instrument. I also showed said let- 
ter to Sheriff Young, of Limestone county, who said my statement 
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was correct. This force has been on duty by order of Judge Oliver 
since its organization, and perfect order and due respect for the exe- 
cution of law been regarded. In fact, there has been no disturbance 
growing out of the late troubles at this place since the organization’ 
of this force. I will also state that Judge Oliver said to me on the 
evening of the tenth of October, he. was satisfied any writ issued by 
him, as Judge, could and would be executed by the present police 
force of this county. Ido not hesitate to say there is good order in 
Limestone county to-day—and since Judge Oliver. arrived here, 
October 4, 1871—as at any part of the State, and there is not the 
least necessity for martial law here, or any additional force beyond 
that at the command of the officers of the law in this county. I

AFFIDAVIT OF R. W. SCOTT. 


THE STATE oF TEXAS, I, R. W. Seott, a citizen of Johnson 
County of Limestone. t county, Texas, being duly sworn, dó say : 
That I was in the city of Groesbeck on Saturday, the 30th of 
September, 1871, and standing on the platform of the storehouse of 
Block Brothers, when I heard firing in the direction of the corner 
of the street where the bank of Leonard & Co. is situated; I heard 
several shots fired before Lsaw any one who appeared to be engaged 
_ In theaffair. After several shots had been fired, I saw a man come 
upon the platform near said bank and before a barber shop, and ap- 
peared to clasp his right arm around one of the posts, when some 
one came up to him, and as near as I could see, pushed the man off . 
the platform, who, when he fell, appeared to be nearly lifeless, 
and lay partly on his left side with his head toward me.. The man 
who had pushed him off sprang down, and standing over his body, 
which seemed to be perfectly still, bent over and put a pistol appa- 
rently against him and fired some three or four times, each time 
raising partly erect while cocking his pistol, and each time when he 
fired he seemed to stoop and put the pistol against the breast of the 
prostrate man, who all the time seemed not to move, but to be per- 
fectly lifeless. I was some seventy-five yards distant, but in open 
and perfect view. I soon heard that the murdered man was Ð. C. 
Applewhite, with whom I had been aequainted for some years, and 
who to all appearance was an unobtrusive and pleasant gentleman. 
_ Previous to and at the time of the killing, perfect quiet prevailed 
in the town, and I had seen no one armed except some negroes, who 
were pointed out to me as police. Immediately after the murder, 
the citizens, fearing an uprising of the negroes to burn the town, 
provided themselves with arms, as they expressed it, for self-protec- 
tion. The negroes who, I was informed, had killed Applewhite 
shut themselves in the mayor’s office and remained about one and 
a half hours, when about thirty or thirty-five armed negroes came 
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-in from the direction of Springfield and took the murderers of 
Applewhite away, and as they went out of Groesbeck they fired off 
many guns, and went out cheering at the top of their voices. The 
negroes who killed. Applewhite, and those who went out of town 
with them, I was informed, were policemen. Great fears were en- 
tertained by the the citizens that night, that the negroes, who were 
reported to be some four hundred strong, and armed and stationed 

` some three miles out of town, would attempt to burn the town; and 
to protect the town the citizens armed themselves and kept out a 
guard all night. On the morning following the mayor called a 
meeting to devise means for the protection of the town and stated 
that he wished a counsel of fifteen or twenty men to convene and 
devise means for the protection of the lives and property of the citi- 
zens, which was done, and their acts were approved by the mayor, 
and I’ understood the citizens to place themselves under the orders 
of the mayor to aid him, as the chief officer of the city, to keep the 
peace. I arrived in Groesbeck on the Thursday before the murder 
and remained until Monday after, and I saw no signs of riot on the 
part of the people of the county, but a desire to keep down further 
trouble and protect their lives and property from further iujury. 
About three quarters of an hour after the killing, I saw.the negroes 
who were pointed out to me as the murderers standing on the steps 
of the mayor’s office and swinging their pistols as if in defiance of 
opposition. I would further state that Mr. Applewhite was not a 
-resident, as I understand, but a citizen of Bremond. I ama citizen ' 
of Johnson county, about eighty miles from Groesbeck, and-am in 
no way interested in this matter, only so far as humanity and ad- 
vantages of peace are concerned; and from the standpoint of im- 
partiality I consider the killing of D. ©. Applewhite, by the 
negro police, Cotton and others, as a most shocking murder and an 
outrage on humanity, and from the time of the killing on Saturday, 
the 30th of September, to the time I left, on Monday morning, I 
considered the conduct of the citizens in their forbearing manner » 
towards the murderers as worthy of all praise. On Sunday evening 
quiet was restored, ‘and the great disquiet that had existed arose in 
consequence of the fear entertained of an attempt on the part of 
the negroes to burn and pillage the place.

The uprising of the people was in pursuance of 
the mayor’s order, and to protect the town against the threats of the

Or. my return to the end of the road on Monday last, October 9, 
I found the body of a colored man lying on the trestle bridge, some 
three miles from Groesbeck. I had the body taken off the track; 
his head was off and his arm mashed to pieces. I examined the 
track, and found that he had been dragged some hundfed and fifty 
yards. There were some colored men present when I had the body 
taken off the track; I asked them if they knew who-he was; they 
said his name was Sam. Cline; I asked them where he lived; they 
said up on the hill on the railroad. On my way up I stopped my 


train and went to the, house and asked an old colored man if he knew | 


a man by that name; he said he did; and I told him of the circum- 
stances; and he said that this man Sam. Cline had went down the 
railroad the night before to be at the water tank when I got there ta 
get a receipt for some wood that I had taken of his—and where he 
was when he was first struck vee one hundred yards from the 
tank. I asked some of the colored people in the settlement if this 
man had been drinking; they told me he had, and that he was in 
the habit of laying down and going to sleep when drinking. 

I examined the-cars and found blood and some flesh sticking under 
the cars—one wheel was very bloody, and looked as though the 
body had been dragged some distance by the side of it. I am satis- 
fied from all appearance that he was killed by the cars while lying 


on the track, it being in the night, =

County of Limestone. \me, the undersigned authority, A. G. 
Hall, who, being duly sworn, deposes and says: 
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That on the 30th day of September, 1871, I was standing in front 
of ‘.Clark’s Saloon,” in the city of Groesbeck, Mr. D. C. Apple- 
white, in company with several other gentlemen, invited me into 
Clark’s Saloon to take a drink; ‘the drinks were being served up. 
At that time I turned my face toward the door. I saw four police- 
men standing there, viz: Mitchell Cotton, Johnson (a yellow man), 
Clem Jones, and the other, name unknown. Cotton walked up to 
Applewhite, and looked him in the eye. Applewhite asked Cotton 
if he had any business with him. Cotton asked Applewhite if he 
had arms, at the same time drew his pistol and fired—Johnson first, 
or at least about the same time that Cotton fired. I did not see Mr. 
Applewhite have a pistol, nor did I see him make any attempt to 
get one. He (Applewhite) was acting in a peaceable manner at the 
time he was accosted by the policeman. I ran out of the front door 
and stopped on the side-walk; I saw Applewhite come running out 
of the house, pursued by the police. He ran across Navasota street 
into French’s auction house; I heard firing in that house.’ The 
next I saw of him, he was running across Waco street, in the direc- 
tion of Blum’s corner, still being pursued by the police. Cotton 
caught him at Blum’s corner; he (Applewhite) fell off of the side- 
walk at Blum’s corner on to the street, apparently a dead man. 
Cotton then got at his feet, and then shot him once or twice. He 
_ was fired at by the other police at, or about, the sarne time. I told 
the police not to shoot when they drew their pistols, and some one 
else told them the same thing. I think he was shot eight or nine 
times. After that the mayor, A. Zadek, Jr., called upon the citi- 
zens to guard the town, as he had failed to arrest the murderers of 
D. C. Applewhite. When Merrick, the commander of the police, 
came in, myself and Mr. Abe Anglen went to him, and I took Mer- 
rick by the arm, and went to talk with him; he was very angry, and 
said he could whip twenty-five of the best white men there was in 
the town of Groesbeck. I left him, and walked back down the 
street; by this time there was twenty or more colored men there; 
some one hollered to get their arms. The people than ran in all 
directions and got their arms; the colored men were armed at the 
time, and all rode out of town. What the citinens done afterwards 
was done under the orders and instructions, and directions of A. 
Zadek, Jr., mayor of the city of Groesbeck. Peace was established 
and has prevailed’ since Monday morning. A colored man was 
-killed on Saturday night, 30th September, by one Simons; he was 
arrested, and is now in jail at Springfield. There were several 
citizens, together with Chas. Hika (then acting as mayor of the city 
of Groesbeck), went to see the colored man after he was shot, and 
they asked him if he knew who shot him; he said he did not. 


= 
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Medical attendance was called, but the casé was a hopeless one, and 
he died in aboat one hour from the time he was shot. Mr. D. W. 
Lewis, J. D. Robertson and Charles Eika went in company to see 
him before he died. The name of the colored man is understood to 


be Robert Lee.

At that. time the white people 
that had collected around Zadek hotel commenced calling to each 
other to fall into line. - Merrick called to his men to mount their 
horses and get out on the prairie; that he had three hundred men 
that he could command in a few hours; that if they (the Groesbeck 
people) wanted to fight he would fight them. They started off, and 
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fired several shots as they rode off. I was in Groesbeck during the 
entire excitement.

The following message was received from the Governor by the- 
hands of his Private Secretary : 

Austin, Texas, Oct. 14, 1871. 
Hon. WM. H. SINCLAIR, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

Sm: The Board of Education of the State of Texas in obedi- 

ence to the duty imposed on them by section four of „the school law 
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of April 24, 1871, of reporting “for the action of the Legislature 
from time to time such amendments of the school laws of this State, 
as may be found necessary, stating in their report the facts and 
reasons which in their opinion render necessary such proposed 
amendments,” respectfully report as follows: 

The total amount appropriated by the Legislature for salaries of 
teachers and employés for the current scholastic year is $450,000, 
out of which must be deducted the sum of $42,000 for salaries of 
thirty-five supervisors, under section two, which together with say 
$20,000 for payment of examiners and other employés, will reduce 
the amount at the disposal of the superintendent for payment of 
teachers during the current year to $888,000. 

This sum is equal to an appropriation per capita on the scholas- 
tic population of $1 70. 

The experience of the present year has shown that the scholastic 
population of the State has been very greatly underated. It is difa 
ficult to believe that that population has more than doubled since 
1861, when it was reported at 105,200, whereas the census for the 
scholastic year ending August 31, 1871, presents a total of 227,616 
children, and the Board believe that this is considerably less than 
the actual number, as in almost every instance where a comparison 
has been instituted between the United States census of 1870, and 
that taken by the tax assessors for the year 1870 to 1871, the 
former gives a greater number of children of scholastic age than — 
the latter. In the county of Navarro alone, this difference is 179. 

In view of these facts, and of the circumstance that the schools 
have at length been placed in running order, the board recommend 
that section two of the school law of April 24,1871, be amended 
by enacting that the State be re-apportioned into twelve supervisors’ 
districts, instead of thirty-five; and that over each of these twelve 
districts a supervisor be appointed with an annual salary of eighteen 
hundred dollars, and two hundred dollars per annum for traveling 
expenses and postage. 

By this meansa yearly reduction of $18,000 can be effected in the 
working expenses, and a corresponding amount gained for payment 
of teachers, except for the current year, when, if the preposed 
amendment he adopted, to take effect November 1, 1871, the reduc- 
will amount to $11,000. 

The Board further reccommend that the unexpended balance 
of the deficiency appropriation for the pavment of teachers and 
employés, for the year ending August, 81, 1871, be permitted to be 
added to the appropriation for that purpose for the current year. 
This balance is estimated at $33,000 but the precise amount has not 


yet been ascertained. 
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The Board are also of opinion, thet the appropriation of $10,000 
yill not be sufficient to pay the expenses of taking the scholastic 
census for the current year at the rates fixed by the school law of 
1866, and respectfully recommend either. a remodelling of the rates 
determined by that act, or an increase of the appropriation.

SIR: The undersigned, a minority of the Committee on Print- 
ing and Contingent Expenses, beg leave to report favorably on 
House bill No. 691, it being entitled “ An act to repeal an act en- 
titled ‘an act regulating public printing,’ approved August 13, 
1870.” : 

The act, which by this bill is sought to be repealed, is undeserv- 
ing the approbation of.any law-making body. It should be stricken 
from the statute book, and the memory of its existence be forever 
forgotten. 

The legitimate effect of said law has been to produce confusion 
and uncertainty jn the courts, and in the best legal minds of the 
country; it has been a mighty lever with which to prize money out 
of the pockets of the people, and place it in the keeping of men who 
have not earned it, nor given value therefor. It has served the pur- 
pose of subsidizing presses in each and every judicial district, to aid 
and uphold the mal-administration of public affairs. The law has 
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-served no good purpose helpful to the people, nor advantageous to 
the country. The people are already loaded down with burdensome 
` taxation, independent of the law, which this bill is intended to re- 


peal. The minority do not exaggerate, when they say that this- 


public printing law has in it more iniquities, insidious and sapping in 
their character, than any other law which was ever in force in the 
State of Texas. The evils of the law are referred to in general 
terms because they are patent to every man in the whole country. 
Under the operations of said law the Public Printer has already 
attempted to force the legislative branch of the government into 
terms suggested by himself. It is high time that the servants of 
the law should understand that they are servants and not masters. 

Sir, we feel convinced that the law-now sought to be repealed 
ought to be repealed, because it is antagonistic to an economical 
administration of the government, and puts the rights of the people 
into the hands of irresponsible parties, who are paid enormous prices 
to aid in the enslavement of the people.: A new law should be 
framed with an eye to protect the people on the one hand, and give 
them information on the other, while no unlawful and corrupt profits 
are made to enrich and fatten the harpies who now have their beaks 
in the hearts of all the citizeds. l

Sir: Lreturn to the House, where it originated, the act en- 
titled “An act to provide for payment of sheriffs in conveying 
prisoners to the State penitentiary.” 

This act seems clearly to bein conflict with the provision of the latter 
part of section six, article twelve, of the Constitution of 1845, and 
the financial history of the Republic of Texas shows that similar 
legislation of that period had been productive of so much evil that 
it was thought necessary, by constitutional enactment, to forbid it in 
the future. 

This act is, further, liable to the objections set forth in my mes- 
sage to the Senate of this date, returning for reconsideration the act 
- entitled ‘“ An act to regulate in part the receipt and disbursement 
of public money,” and I ask the consideration by the House of 
- those objections. 

Herein I have also to suggest that there can be no pretense of im- 
mediate necessity for such legislation in this case, because the 
lessees of the penitentiary are required by their contract to pay 
these sheriffs costs to the extent of ten thousand—dollars ($10,000) 
per annum. That amount for the present year is not yet exhausted, 
and before it is, I have reason to hope the Treasnry will be able to 
meet its engagements in cash.

vinced that all these charges can be substantiated, they respectfully 
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| present them with appropriate resolutions, and ask of the House 

| that courtesy which the subject and the committee each demand—- 

= an examination. ; 

Your committee would represent—1. That Comptroller A. 
Bledsoe has used special funds in the Treasury, belonging to coun- 
ties, for the payment of his own salary and the salaries of others 
around him, while older salary claims remain unpaid, which is not 
only a palpable, but dangerous violation of law. 

2. He has refused to draw his ‘deposit warrant,” authorizing 
the Treasurer to receive money from sheriffs through their own au- 
thorized agents. 

3. He has used his official authority to compel sheriffs to pay 

money into his hands instead of into the Treasury, as the law re- 
quires them to do. 

4. - He has caused money, thus forced into his own hands, to be 
used for the payment of warrants in the hands of friends of his own 
selection. 

5. He has forbidden sheriffs sending drafts to any one but` him- 
self, and is in the habit of placing drafts thus forced into his own 
hands in the hands of private friends for collection, thus taking a 
legitimate business from other business houses, and concentrating 
the same in the hands of his chosen friends. 

6. He has drawn of sheriffs in favor of this friend, who was per- 
mitted to pay the amount into the Treasury in warrants, when they 
were at a discount in the market, thereby enabling this friend to use 
money in sheriffs’ hands for speculative purposes, and it certainly 
must prove fatal to the credit of a State, when its chief accountant 
officer lends his official influence to aid speculation on its paper. 

T. He has extended rights and privileges to some, and denied 
the same to others, thus practicing a system of favoritism wholly in- 
tolerable in a public officer. 3 

8. He has accumulated money belonging to the State, in his 
own hands, er subject to his control outside of the Treasury and has 
ruled against the redemption of Treasury warrants in any way ex- 
cept under his own dictation, thus affording an opportunity for spec- 
ulation unequaled in the history of the government. 

By these and other unlawful measures, the Comptroller’s Office 
has been used as an engine of favoritism to some and oppression to 
others, equally to the damage of both public and private interests, 
and Treasury warrants being under such control are now unneces- 
sarily at a discount of twenty-five per cent. 

Therefore, in view of the premises, and “=~. full justice to the 
State, the people, and the vindication of the la: * your Committee

Sin: The undersigned, members of your committee to examine 
Comptroller's and Treasurer’s offices, dissenting from the majority 
report of said committee, beg leave to submit the following minority 
report : 

The majority report terminates with a resolution to appoint a 
committee to prepare articles of impeachment against the Comp- 
troller of Public Accounts. We think that no step should be taken 
which would call in question the honesty of that or any other pub- 
lic officer, until every source from which evidence, both to establish 
and refute the charges against him, is exhausted. Now, if we 
show that this has neither been done nor attempted to be done, we 
think we will have furnished sufficient reason why the House 
should instruct the committee to go back and resume its inves- 
tigations at that point where your minority think those inves- 
tigations improperly and prematurely terminated. 

We have cnly been &llowed to scan hastily—and that too when 
the house was in session---the majority report. We think it is cur 
right to examine that report, and so familiarize ourselves with its 
contents as to be able to traverse the statements there made, which 
we consider flagrant misrepresentations of the facts; but the chair- 
man of that committee has, for some reason, which he has seen - 
proper to conceal from us, carefully withheld from us this report. 
We recollect, however, that it begins by stating, that “ after a 
careful examination of the records,” etc., they have come to their 
conclusion. Now, some of us have been present at every meeting 
of the committee, and we do not know when this “ careful examina- 
tion” took place, as no book or paper of any office has, to our 
knowledge, ever been examined by the committee. “A memorandum ` 
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of charges was exhibited to the committee, in the handwriting of 
parties at whose instance this investigation was commenced. 

Four men have made statements to the committee, one of them be- 
lieves himself to have been injured in a financial way by the late 
rulings of the Comptroller. Another is known to have been dis- 
missed from a clerkship in the Comptroller’s office. The others 
were known to think differently from the Comptroller in regard to 
the propriety of his late instructions to the sheriffs and other rulings 
and usages of his office. Here the investigation closed, but we pre- 
sumed for the present only. A motion was made and carried that 
the chairman submit a report for the action of the committee. The 
report was never submitted to the committee as required to be done ` 
by a vote of the committee. The committee has never since been 
convened. The chairman of the committee has refused flatly—not 
to say angrily---again to convene it. There has never been any 

. formal action on the majority report, as expressly required by rule 
eighty-one page nineteen of the rules governing this House. 
One of the charges brought against this officer is that he has or- 
dered the Treasurer to use a special fund belonging to the counties 
for the purpose of paying the salaries of officers and employés of the 
E government. Now the fact is that this fund was used as alleged, 
and the Comptroller drew his draft upon the sheriffs of the various 
counties to which this fund was due in favor of the counties for the 
amounts due them respectively. Thus the money has gone where 
it properly belonged, without expense, and at the request of the 
county courts themselves, as shown by the letters addressed by the 
county courts to the Comptroller, and now on file in that office. The 
most zealous accuser of the Comptroller could only say that it was 
at most only a merely technical violation of law, in which no one 
was injured. But admitting it to be the flagrant wrong it is al- 
leged to be by the majority report, we feel safe in saying no 
warrant was ever issued by the Comptroller to the Treasurer re- 
quiring him thus to use this money, but it was only a suggestion 
permitting it to be done. Besides, we have abundant reason to 
think it was done after deliberate consultation with the Governor 
and Treasurer, and with their warm approval and ready acquiescence. 
a We think it, therefore, very unjust that the censure due to several 
i should be inflicted on one alone. And if the impeachment of any 
officer is made necessary by this transaction, it is surely the Treas- 
urer, who should have required the warrant of the Comptroller 
before using this fand illegally, and then we think it very question- 
able whether the Treasurer is compellable to obey the mandate of 
the Comptroller commanding him to do an illegal act. Another 
charge is that the Comptroller refuses to issue his deposit warrant 
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to one of the banking houses of this city to authorize them to pay 
into the treasury money placed in their hands by the sheriffs for 
whom they are agents, while he, the Comptroller, draws his drafts 
upon the sheriffs of the several counties, and permits these drafts to 
be collected by another banking house in this city, and the amounts 
thus remitted by these drafts to be paid into the treasury by this 
banking house in treasury warrants, which sell upon the streets at a 
heavy discount. This, as well as-we recollect frora the moment’s ex- 
amination we were generously allowed to make of the majority 
report, which our very ingenuous chairman says we had no right to 
see at all, is in that report said to be the practice “of a system of 
favoritism wholly intolerable in a public officer.” We do not disa- 
agree with these gentlemen that this misconduct, if it exist, deserves 
the reprehension of this body; but we do insist that while they have 
been wide awake to every item of information tending to establish 
this charge, they have persistently, obstinately, and, it seems to us, 
purposely blinded themselves to every avenue of evidence that 
would go to disprove it. l 

Evidence has been sought with cormorant greediness to show that 
the Comptroller has been guilty of offences which bear the blacken- 
ing name of “high crimes and misdemeanors,’ while not one single 
opportunity has been given him to defend himself against these 
charges. When sufficient evidence is produced to warrant it, we 
will not refuse to recommend the impeachment of this officer; but 
we do protest in the name of right, of honesty and of common jus- 
tice—we protest against condemning this officer unheard, upon ex 
parte statements, which we cannot dignify with the name of evi- 
dence, for the party making the principal charge-against this official, 
tells us not what he knows himself, but what he.is prepared to prove by 
others. Here, we have the spectacle of a man accused, not already 
condemned *y a majority of your committee, and not even notified 


officially that there is a charge against him; the spectacle of a man` 


asking the poor privilege of showing himself to be innocent, when 
the law requires his accusers to show him to be guilty, and that 
poor privilege denied him. We refuse to be parties to a proceeding 
so unprecentedly and so shamefully unjust. We submit that we 
have as good reason to think these charges false as the majority have 
for thmking them true. But admitting them to be true, the most 
resolute accuser of the Comptroller that has appeared before the 
committee admits that there is a sufficient remedy for the al- 
ledged evils without impeachment. Why it is, then, that the 
majority will be satisfied with nothing short of impeachment, 
with the most unquestioned assurances that all the ends 
sought can be accomplished without it, we confess ourselves 
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unable to comprehend. Ali those who have appeared ‘be- 
fore us say, they believe the Comptroller to be honest, 
but that he ignorantly issues orders to sheriff, and makes rulings 
‘that are improper. What, then, is more easy than, by an act of the 
Legislature, to prescribe a rule fcr this officer, and thus cover the 
alleged evils that exist in that office, We submit that to warrant 
impeachment there must not only be a wrong act, but that wrong 
act must be done with a corrupt intent; that where there is an 
error committed, without any evil design, impeachment does not lie; 
the remedy in such cases being either by suit upon the bond of the 
offending party, or his removal upon the address of two-thirds of 
both houses of the Legislature.

We have had no understanding 
with him for favors all our transactions being open to the inspection 
of any one. We have not paid into him any Treasury warrants for 
cash collected upon drafts for his office or upon any other account.

ning September 1, 1871,” as is embraced under the head of “ mis- 
cellaneous ” within the following items, viz. : 

7 i ‘¢ DEFICIENCIES. 

“ For pensions granted under act of August 18, 1870, $100,816 98 

“ For 1872—For pensions granted under act of August 18, 1870, 
$124,000.” 

These two items are objectionable because, though large and ex- 
travagant to a degree, they are only part of what the State will be 
bound for if said act, granting pensions of August 13, 1870, re- 
ceives any recognition under the present understanding of its terms, 
- and because our State finances will not permit this excessive liber- 
ality. 

When the said act was passed, which was at the close of the last 
session, and when business was being hurried through -without much 
scrutiny, the Legislature evidently, from the appropriation contained 
in the act, believed that ten thousand dollars would cover the annual 
expenditure thereunder. But the, loose terms used are found to let 
in, for a pension of $250 to $500, everybody who was in any way 
connected with the military service of Texas from the year 1835 up 
to the close of the Mexican war by the peace of Guadalupe Hidalgo 
in 1848, or for upwards of thirteen years. Already the number of 
applicants are reported to me by the Comptroller at six hundred and 
eleven, and when we consider that even those Texans who were in the 
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United States service during the Mexican war may come in under 
the terms of this act, it is not unreasonable to. estimate that the 
nuniber of pensioners may ascend to four or five thousand men, and 
call for a million and a half dollars per annum to pay them. 

An act framed so as to secure a moderate pension to indigent or 
disabled persons, who served the State at that time, would be unob- 
jectionable, but this one is more than we can bear. I do not think 
we can afford to go further in this direction than the rich Govern- 


ment of the United States has done, 


At any rate, if itis insisted that the act as it at present stands 
shall be provided for, then I suggest the appropriation of this large 
sum should not be charged as “for the support of the State Govern- 
ment,” which is by no means the case, but that a special tax be pro- 
vided therefor, so that the people who have to pay it may know ex- 
actly how much their generosity costs.

House pill No. 837 is eiti returned to the Executive, 
with the following cpinion : 

This bill bears the same title with an act of a wider and more 
comprehensive nature, approved May 13, 1846, 

It evidently amends that act without so much as referring to its 
title. Besides, while stating that'it does not “repeal any of the 
laws of this State in force at the passage hereof,” it does, in effect, 
repeal, supersede and supply section sixty-seven of said act (see 
Oldham & White’s Digest, article 452), which contains an adequate 
provision for taking the deposition of any witness about to leave the 
State or county, or who is aged, sick, official, or a female. - 

As it is the right in general of parties litigant, under our system 
of jurisprudence, to have-witnesses examined orally in open court, 
so that the jury may be able to form an opinion as to their eredi- 
bility, from their mode of testifying and their bearing, this bill is 
manifestly in derogation of that right, which exists at common law 
as well as by virtue of our statutes. A right so important cannot 
with safety be abridged, and should in no case be circumscribed 
without the exercise of the greatest caution. 

Why this bill should restrict the proof of service to the oath of 
affirmation of the party, his agent or attorney, is not perceived. The 
sheriff, not being interested, certainly ought not to be precluded 
from making a-return showing service, and the oath or affirmation 
of an interested person made the sole proof, especially when such an 
oath or affirmation operates to prevent the opposite party from ob- 
taining a continuance. This appears to be a most dangerous inno- 
vation. 

- The bill under consideration appears to be defective in so far as it 
fails to make any adequate and just provision as to the costs which- 
it may occasion. Were ita law, and were the plaintiff in bringing 
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a Suit to cause subpoenas to be issued for his witnesses, the defend- 
ant might nevertheless proceed to take the depositions of those wit- 
nesses, who being already subpcened might, and indeed ought to, 
attend court and testify. Įm case the, plaintiff should lose his suit, 
as the law now stands the expenses of taking these depositions, made 
unnecessary and not allowed to be read in evidence on account of 
the attendance of the witnesses, would be taxed against him. This 
would be unjust, and in some cases might prove ruinous. 

Finally, the bill provides that it shall take effect from its passage, 
which should never be the case, except when some emergency re- 
quires that a bill should so take effect. , It is a gross injustice to the 
people of the State of Texas to cause them to be bound by a law 
which they cannot by any possibility have notice, unless some 
urgent State necessity demands that they should be so bound.

Sır: T have the honor to present the following facts and sugges- 
tions relating to my office, and respectfully ask your honorable body 
to pass a resolution regulating the same. . 

- I complain that the Comptroller of Public Accounts is, and has 
been, in the habit of receiving and retaining money drafts for sev- 
eral days at a time, contrary to law; that he gives public and pri- 
vate notice when he will pay moneys into the treasury. -This course, 
in its effect on certain occasions, fills my office with State creditors, 


all pressing and eager for their claims, and is'an annoyance to the - 


office, and works favorable to the local creditors and against those 
who live remotely. To remedy this evil, and-for self protection 
from this annoyance, I have-heretofore ruled that the first person 
presenting claims against the State after the recepticn of moneys by 
me would be paid. The merchants and others taking advantage of. 
this ruling, employ men and boys to stand in my office from morn- 
ing until night, day after day, watching for deposits. 

I respectfully ask, in view of these facts, that a resolution author- 
. izing the Treasurer to pay the oldest claims or warrants first be 
passed by your honorable body. This would place such claims at 
once at par in the market, and establish the exact value of all other 
claims according to priority of date, as between the party selling 
and the purchaser. All warrants would then have a relative value, 
and holders thereof could tell with a degree of certainty when they 
would be redeemed.

Sm: The minority of your committee, to whom was referred 
House bill No. 822, have the honor to present the following reasons 
for their dissent from the report of the majority : 

The proposed reduction of the force of supervisors from thirty- 
five to twelve, was the result- of the experience of the -Board of 
Education, which must be admitted to be much more intimate as 
well as much more extensive than that of the members of the com- 
mitte to whom the bill was referred. That reduction was proposed 
not’ because the Board failed to perceive the wisdom of having 
thirty-five supervisors, but solely from motives of economy, and- 
with a view to devote the money saved by the curtailment to the 
payment of teachers’ salaries pro tanto. 
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‘In proposing twelve, the board considered that that number was- 
the minimum with which the system could be maintained with an - 
adequate amount of supervisory influence. l 

Should the bill pass, as amended, the difficulties thrown in the 
way of a teacher who desires to pass an examination for a certificate 
will be multiplied. There will ‘be only six men in the State to 
whom he can resort for that purpose. It will be necessary either to 
reappoint some of the examiners, who, having been appointed tem- 
porarily for the purpose-of facilitating the acquirement of cer- 
tificates by teachers,- and of diminishing the labors of super- 
visors during the organization of the system, have since been 
discharged, or to entail on persons in quest of certificates the 
necessity of traveling, in many cases, from one to two hundred 
miles or more in order to attain their object. For five persons to 
attempt to exercise supervisory control in a State larger than 
France ; to correspond with boards’ of school directors concerning 
the various scholastic matters requiring their interference; to con- 
solidate reports of teachers’ pay; to adjust difficulties that may 
arise over so extensive an area as will necessarily fall to the lot of 
each, would retard instead of expediting the transaction of all 
scholastic business.- The districts should not be so large that the 
supervisor could not visit each county and be present at the exer- 
cises in each. school in the district at least once every three months. 
To do this properly he will have to devote about a week to each 
county. Thus an average of ten counties to each supervisor is fully 
as many as he can do justice to, even if he is meving all the time. 

The rules and regulations framed by the Board of Education for 
the government of publie schools, which are just commencing to be 
properly understood throughout the State, would require to be 
thoroughly remodeled and republished, after all the expense that has 
been undergone already in their publication and circulation. 

Should the Legislature reduce the number of supervisors to five, 
as recommended by the majority of this committee, it will necessi- 
tate an increase of the clerical force in the Superintendent’s office 
of at least twenty additional clerks, and become nevessary to autho- 
rize each assistant superintendent to employ a clerk so that, during 
his absence of months from his office, some one may be there to re- 
ceive and answer official communications. Instead, therefore, of de- 
creasing the expenses of the Educational Department ($18,000) 
eighteen thousand dollars, as recommended by the Board of Educa- 
tion, it will increase them nearly ($80,000) thirty thousand dollars. 

It is for the Legislature to consider whether it is not more wise 
and prudent to trust to the experience of the Board of Education, 
-than to the comparative inexperience of the majority of the members

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of a committee as to the practical working of a system which has 
been no more than initiated, and concerning which no report is, as 


‘yet, due from nor has been submitted by the Superintendent of 


Education. 

For the above and various other reasons, the minority of your 
committee dissent from the majority report and recommend that the 
amendments be rejected.

The law approved April 22 last, entitled “An act to give effect 
to the several provisions of the Constitution concerning taxes,” in 
section four gives those courts authority to levy the amouné of 
twenty-five cents on the one hundred dollars “ for the support of the 
several county organisations thereof, and for such other public pur- 
es as the courts thereof may order ;? and in section five gives 
them authority to levy an equal amount ‘‘for public roads and 
bridges.” It was doubtless thought by members who voted for those 
provisions that the sums to be thereby realized were ample for all 
county purposes; and I believe they are sufficient, and, in fact, more 
than sufficient, if properly and economically administered. But it 
will be noticed that said act, in the repealing section (twenty-second), 
reserves all “special conuty taxes, and other special taxes,” which 
are accordingly not repealed thereby. Ido not know whether such 
was the intent of the Legislature, but in many counties this pro- 
vision has been construed as maintaining in force all previous laws au~ 
thorizing special taxes. Amang general laws of this nature I will call 
to your mind that of July 21, 1870, which provides a special tax of 
fifty cents on the one hundred dollars to pay off “ county indebted- 
ness; ‘that of August 4, 1870, which provides a special tax of 
twelve anda half cents on the one hundred dollars “to improve 


æ 
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roads and bridges,” and the act of August 5, 1870, which provides 


a special tax of ten cents on the one hundred dollars “ for thé re» 
pair and completion of public buildings.” 

These ‘special taxes,” amounting together to seventy-two and a half 
cents on the one hundred dollars, are in very many of the counties 
added by the county courts to the tax of fifty cents on the one hun- 
dred dollars, authorized by said fourth and fifth sections of the act 
of twenty-second April, and a total of one dollar twenty-two cents 
and a half thus exacted from the tax-payer for various county pur» 
poses. Further than this, it-must be remembered that there are 
special acts applicable only to individual counties, authorizing 
special taxes (sometimes of one or two per cent.) for building court 
houses and jails, and in many other instances the county courts take 
advantage of the power given in section thirty-three of the “Act 
to organize the courts of justices of the peace and county courts; 
and to define their jurisdiction and duties, approved August 13, 
4670,” and impose an additional tax equal to the State tax, or fifty 
gents more on the one hundred dollars. 

This matter calls loudly for action on the part of the Legisla- 
ture. The amount authorized under oné pretense or another 
to be levied by the county courts is greater than the whole taxes 
for support of the State Government and the public school system, 
It is greatly more than is nécéssary, and itis in many ihstances 
squandered shamefully. To illustrate, L have had several cases 
reported to me where the justices of the peace, sitting as the county 
court, have voted money of the county to pay the expense of making 
out their assessment rolls, for which service they receive a compen- 
sation from the State. Other instances of misappropriation are rer 
ae such as the justices voting themselves office rent, fuel and 

ights. 

I am of the opinion that twenty-five cents on the one hundred dol- 
lars, with the right, which the counties have, to levy an occupation 
tax, is sufficient for all ordinary or extraordinary county purposes, 
such as paying outstanding indebtedness, building or repairing 
court houses and jails, and all other purposes connected with the 
support of the county organizations. This tax is greater than was 
ever allowed previous to 1869 (when the military authorized 
a tax of fifty cents on the one hundred dollars for special pur~ 
poses), and is more than an economical administration of the county 
funds will require. i i f 

For roads and bridges, ten cents on the one hundred dollars is suffi- 
cient, but the expenditure of even this amount ought to be guarded 
more effectually than it is, as the law now stands. The proceeds of 
the Jarge tax now authorized for this purpose, are made way with 
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by many of the county courts, and people see no improvement in 
their roads and bridges. ‘

` were issued to assignees upon forged transfers, some are duplicates

_ Every possible opportunity was offered by the State to the hold- 
ers of certificates and warrants to establish their validity. To those 
, who were dissatisfied with the decision of the Court of Claims, the 
courts of the State were thrown open, and they were allowed to 
bring suits to establish the validity and .justice of their claims. - 

If, by any possibility, there ate a few exceptional cases justly call- 

ing for relief, we believe the interests of the State would be guarded

The Constitution as adopted, in section forty-six, article twelve, 
declares that no law shall be passed requiring the personal service of 
any of the people on the public roads, and we should leave the resto- 
ration of the old system to the party reaction naturally: belongs to:

Sır: The minority of the committee to whom was referred 
House bill No. 744, “An act supplemental to an act entitled ‘an 
act in relation to the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railway Com- 
pany (late Union Pacific Railway), Southern branch,’ passed 
August 2, 1870,” beg leave to submit the following report, and 
respectfully and earnestly ask its adoption. We have carefully ex- 
amined the act to which this is supplemental, and find that the 
“ Southern Branch ” of said great company, which is being rapidly 
constructed to the border of our State, and is destined soon to 
traverse, from Northeast to Southwest, more than half of ‘the 
temperate zone, is required by said act, to which this bill is 
but a supplement or amendment, to cross Red River between 
“ Preston and. Doaksville,” and run through the State of Texas, 
“in the general direction of Waco and Austin, to the Rio - 
Grande.” From this provision and’ direction in said law, 
conferring the right of way, and many other important rights 
and privileges to said company, it will be seen by a glance at 
the map of the State that the towns of Sherman, McKinney, Dal- 
las, Waxahachie and Hillsboro, are on nearly a direct line to Waco, 
and Belton and Georgetown are directly on the route from Waco to 
Austin, so that the route, according to said supplemental bill, -is 
almost an air line, and passes through one of the richest and most 
desirable portions of our State. We deem the passage of said bill 
as not only necessary to protect the interest of a large portion of 
our citizens, but an act of justice, which we believe the Legislature 
will not refuse to the people, fc &:he benefit of foreign corporators 
and stockholders. Experience has taught us that however liberal 
we may be in granting franchises and privileges, they select sites 
for their depots sufficiently distant from county sites and towns, near 
where they pass, to destroy said places, and build up towns of their 
own, to the ruin of some and great mjury of others, who have in- 
‘ vested their capital and labor in said places. We do not assert that 
it isthe wish or intention of this company to pursue a course so 
injurious to thousands of our own citizens, and the destruction of 
many of our most flourishing towns mentioned in this bill, but we 
do believe that it is the duty of the- Legislature to so guard the 
rights of her citizens and the flourishing towns aforesaid, as to re- 
quire said company to make depots at each of the towns named ; 
provided, the citizens or municipal authorities donate sufficient land 
in or adjoining the incorporation for that purpose. We ask the pas- 
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sage of the bill, if amended, believing that the Legislature would 
be derelict in their duty to nine of the most fertile counties in the 
State, containing a population of over one hundred. thousand, and 
representing a capital of over thirty millions of dollars, unless they 
do so. We would further state that it is not the houses and lands, 
but the people, who make the State, and that those liberal franchises 
were granted to said company as much ‘for their benefit as for the 
non-resident incorporators of said road, and have a right to demand 
that said company locate a depot in one mile of the court houses of 
of each of the counties through which they pass. 

We would ask, that the following amendments be adopted, and 
then the passage of the bill: In section one, after the word “ to- 
wit,” in nineteenth line, second page, add “Sherman.” And amend 
third page, fourth line, by inserting, ‘‘ provided, the citizens or mu- 
nicipal authorities of said incorporated towns shall donate said com- 
pany sufficient land for depots, warehouses and turnouts for said 
railway.”

Sir: I return, for reconsideration, to the House of Representa- 
tives, where it originated, the act entitled “An act to amend an act 
entitled ‘an act to provide for the mode and manner of conducting 
elections, making returns and for the protection and purity of the 
ballot box,’ approved August 15, 1870.” i l 

This act is intended as a substitute for section seven of the elec- 
tion law of August 15, 1870, but section seven of that law pro- 
vides for the election of members of Congress, which this one omits 
to do, and thus leaves us without a day of eleétion for those officers. 

Again, this act differs remarkably from the section for which it is- 
a substitute in providing for the election of “all county officers 
made properly elective at that time by the’ Constitution and laws of 
this State.” It will be noticed that the word “properly” before 
the word “ elective,” ‘and the words “at that time” after the same 
- word “elective” are not in the section for which this is a sab- 
stitute. Now, there is no provision in’ the Constitution ‘or 
any of the laws of this State making county officers =° pro- 
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perly elective. at ‘that time,” or any other time short of 
the day of general election for State and county officers, or 
four years after the general election ‘in 1869. The law 
commonly known as “the enabling act,” authorized the Governor 
to fill certain vacancies in county offices until the next general elec- 
tion; but an election to fill a vacancy is special in its nature, and 
the office, under the Constitution and laws, is not ‘‘ properly elec- 
tive at that time,” but only at the time that thé term thereof expires 
according to the provision of the constitution si law which creates 
the office. enoa 

Again, this act does not provide for an election for municipal au- 
ihorities of cities. It might, however, Have been supposed by the 
Legislature, that the terms of the said “enabling act’ covered the 
case, and that elections could be held thereunder for those officers in 
August ; ‘but this is not so, as it will be seen on examination of the 
various acfs of incorporation of cities and towns, that in most of 
these there is a provision made for the’ first election in November, 
1872. ` 4 | 


The act under consideration is, therefore, very objectionable, in ` 


this, that it will create uncertainty and confusion as to time of elec- 
fion and tenure of office of a- great number of elective officers, and 
accordingly should not pass in this shape. a 


But there is another and, I think, more serious objection. In , 


August, 1870, more thai a year since, the eleétion law, to which this 
is proposed’ asa stibstitute, was enacted. There was then good 
ground for argument as to the propriety of a postponement of the 
election to so late a day as the first Tuesday after first Monday m 
Novembér, 1872. Many reasons might have been advanced in favor 
of an election, at least for members of the Legislature, during the 
past fall; but thé appropriate time elapsed, and now it is question- 
ablé: whether any good can result from a change of the day suffivient 
to counterbalance the expense and inconvenience and the public ex- 
citement and disturbanée attending two general elections within thé 
next year, and ninety days apart—that'is to say, an election ünder 
this act on the first Tuesday in August, and another in November,

‘No. 177, “An act entitled an act .to amend an act entitled ‘an act 
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to provide for the mode and manner of conducting elections, making 
returns, and for the protection and purity of the ballot box,’ ap- 
proved August 15, 1870,” and the message of his Excellency the 
Governor, returning said bill with his objections thereto, have care- 
fully considered the same, and beg leave to report that in their 
opinion the present Constitution of the State of Texas did not go 
into force and effect until the Congress of the United States had 
finally passed upon the same, and until civil government had been 
inaugurated in this State. That event took place on the twenty- 
sixth day of April, 1870, and the present. Legislature does not ter- 
minate until the 26th day of April, 1872. It is true that section 
four article three of the Constitution reads: ‘‘ The members of the 
House of Representatives shall be chosen by the qualified electors, 
and their term of office shall be two years from the day of general 
election.”’ 

But your committee assert that no general election has ever been 
held under that Constitution; that the election of members of the 
present Legislature in November 1869 took place not by virtue of 
the Constitution, but in every respect by the orders of a military 
commander. No branch of the constitutional government.of Texas 
was recognized by the United States Government as elected until 
the twenty-sixth day of April 1870, when the general government 
formally relinquished its military jurisdiction over the civil authori- 
ties and permitted the Constitution of the State to go into force and 
effect. The so-calied provisional session of the Legislature in Feb- 
ruary, 1870, was neither provided for by the Cofstitution nor called 
by the Governor. The Major General commanding the Fifth, Mili- 
tary District convened them in session by general order No. 5, dated 
Austin, Texas, January 11, 1870, notwithstanding the Constitution 
of the State had been adopted by the people in November, 1869. 
The House of Representatives was not permitted to organize under 
the Constitution. The Speaker was not elected by the Representa- 
tives as prescribed by the Constitution, but had been -appointed by 
Major General J. J. Reynolds, and neither branch of the Legisla- 
ture was permitted to judge of the qualifications of its own-mem- 
bers. Contested election cases were decided by a military commis- 


sion appointed in pursuance of. general order No. 24. So extremely | 


careful was the general government in its efforts to evince to the 
people of Texas that no Constitution of their own was in existence 
at that time, that the Representatives of the people were not allowed 
to appropriate one cent of the people’s money—the taxes paid into 
the State Treasury. The per diem, mileage and contingent expen- 
ses of that session of the Legislature were wisely, kindly and cau- 
tiously provided for by special order No. 34, dated Austin, Texas, 
- February 14, 1870, which reads as follows :

-. “The sum of thirty-five thousand dollars. currency, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby. appropriated from the 
Treasury of the State of Texas to pay per diem and mileage of the 
tinembers of ‘the ‘preserit session of the Legislature, and also to'pay 
the officers and employés, and to defray the printing and contingent 
expenses of the Legislature. The certificate of the Secretary of 
the Senate and Clerk of the House of Representative, approved by 
the presiding’ officers of their respective bodies, shall be a sufficient 
voucher for the Comptroller of the State to’ draw his warrants on 
said appropriation; but no greater sum than five thousand dollars 
shall be expended from this appropriation for printing and contingent 
expenses of the present session of the Legislature. The mileage

Sm: The select committee, to whom was referred, on the nine- 
teenth day of OctcLer last, the majority and minority reports of 
the standing committee of the House upon the Comptroller's and 
Treasurer’s.offices, together with the resolution for the impeachment 
of A. Bledsoe, Comptroller of the State of Texas, and which com- 
mittee was authorized ‘‘ to send for persons and papers, to take evi- 
. dence and swear witnesses,” have considered the reports referred 
to them, and in the discharge of their duty, have examined a large 
number of witnesses, whose evidence is submitted to the House 
herewith. The necessity of submitting a report to the House by 
this time, in order that the House might act thereon before the ad- 
journmentof the Legislature, has deprived the committee of the desired 
opportunity to take much more important evidence in this case. The 
vast extent of this State, and thelack of facilities for speedy communica- 
tion with different portions thereof, have delayed some witnesses and 
have prevented us from obtaiiing others. From the evidence 
already taken and now submitted to the House, the committee are of 
opinion that the most of the charges against the Comptroller, em- 
braced in the majority report referred to us, and which is appended 
hereto, are well founded and can be substantiated before the proper 
tribunal. This report is as follows:

“ Tt is not thé province of your committee to suggest any causes 
that might actuate—be they good or bad-—and it is far-from theit 
purpose or desire to attempt to prejudice adversely any one to the 
actions and motives of the officer in question, but being fully con- 
vinced that all these charges can be substantiated, they respectfully 
present them, with appropriate resolutions, and ask of the House 
that courtesy which the subject and the committee each demand— 
an examination.

“2. He has refused to draw his “deposit warrant,” authorizing 
the Treasurer to receive money from sheriffs through their own au- 
thorized agents. a 

“3. He has used his official authority to compel sheriffs to pay 
money into Lis hands instead of into the Treasury, as the law ré- 
quires them to do. Eas 
> “4, He has caused money, thus forced into his own hands, to be 


used for the payment of warrants in the hands of friends of his own 


selection. | l 

«5. He has forbidden sheriffs sending drafts to any one but bhim- 
self, and is in the habit of placing drafts thus forced into his own 
hand in the hands of private friends for collection, thus taking a 
legitimate business from other business houses, and concentrating 
the same in the hands of his chosen friends. 

«6. He has drawn of sheriffs in favor of this friend, who was 
permitted to pay the amount into the Treasury in warrants, when 
they were at a discount in the market, thereby enabling this friend 
to use money in sheriffs’ hands for speculative purposes, and it cer- 
tainly must prove fatal to the credit of a State when its chief ac- 


` countant officer lends his official influence to aid speculation on its 


paper. 

“7, He has extended rights and privileges to some, and denied 
the same to others, thus practicing a system of favoritism wholiy 
intolerable in a public officer. 

- “8. He hag accumulated money belonging to the State, in his 


Ne ne gett neler ope oe 
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own hands, or subject, to his control outside of the Treasury and has 
ruled against the redemption of Treasury warranis in any way ex- 
cept under his own dictation, thus affording an opportunity for spec- 
ulation unequaled in the history of the government. 

+ By these and other unlawful measures, the Comptroller's office 
has been used as an engine of favoritism to some and oppression to 
others, equally to the damage of both public and private interests, 


‘and Treasury warrants being under such control are now unnecessa- 


rily at a discount of twenty-five per cent. 

“Therefore, in view of the premises, and in full justice to the 
State, the people, and the vindication of the law, your committee 
most respectfully but earnestly recommend the adoption of the fol- 


-lowing resolution, viz.: 


“ Resolved by the House of Representatives of the State of 
Texas, That A. Bledsoe, Comptroller of the State of Texas; be 
impeached, in the name and by the authority of all the peaple of the 
State of Texas, of high crimes and misdemeanors in office.

There is considerable evidence submitted: upon matters not: in- 
cluded in the foregoing report, and to which the committee desire to 
call attention: ` 

1. By ‘his own admission, Comptroller Bledsoe is guilty o a 
felony in that he withdrew from ‘the office of the Public Printer of 
the State, the annual report upon the finances of the State, which 
he’ had sent tò the Governor; and which bad been sent-to the Pub- 
lic Printer by the Governor for publication, and which report so 
withdrawn was then altered to the amount of several hundred thou- 
sand dollars, (see Paschal’s Digest, article 2391, section 153, a. 
Criminal Code, page 465.) = 4 l 

2. In the case of Brazoria county, where the Sheriff of- said 
county had collected the frontier taxes, at the rate of one third of the 
occupation tax, in accordance with the instructions of the Comp- 
troller, the Comptroller receipted tọ the sheriff for only five per 
cent. upon the gross amount of frontier and occupation taxes, as the 
frontier tax, and passed the difference between five per cent. upon ` 
the occupation tax, and one-third of the same to the occupation taz, 
thus crediting the people of Brazoria county with a larger amount 
than that due them upon occupation taxes, and in effect defrauding 
the tax payers of that county out of the difference between. Jive 
per cent. of the occupation- tax and one-third of the same. 
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Your committee have been forcibly impressed with this easy method 
of settling accounts, which obviates the’ necessity of returning to 
the tax payers moneys due them upon taxes overpaid. The figures 


on page thirty-six of the printed evidencé, which read as follows, 


are incorrest: ‘July 26, 1871, E. Kolkow, sheriff Brazoria 
county: frontier tax, $3,500 00.” The correct figures, according 
to the manuscript, are $85 00, in place of $8,500 00. š 

3. Under date of August 3, 1871, Comptroller Bledsoe instructed 
the presiding justice of Fannin county to assess the frontier tax at 
the rate of five per cent. on every dollar’s worth of property. This 
order was contrary to his printed instructions, and was issued special- 
ly by Mr. Bledsoe. The clerk who wrote this letter testified that 
Mr. Bledsoe did not read this letter before he signed it, and further, 
that Mr. Bledsoe ‘is not in the habit of reading letters presented 
him for signature by me.” The House will judge of the responsi- 
bility of the Comptroller in this matter, and of the propriety of 
conducting the business of the State in such a manner. ` 

4, The Comptroller has collected ‘moneys of the State in his own 
hands, and has kept the same in his own possession for days, if not 
weeks at a time, instead of causing the same to be deposited in the 
Treasury of the State. 

5. The Comptroller has refused to allow several persons to de- 
posit public money unless they would consent to pay it into the 
hands of a certain clerk in his office. a 

6. The Comptroller has refused to be governed by the opinion of 
the Attorney General of the State, and has openly ridiculed one of 
his written opinions. nae 

T. He has told one or more sheriffs that he considered a certain 
act of the Legislature illegal, and that he had not given any instruc- 
tions regarding the tax provided for in said act. i 

8. He has been guilty of the grossest nepotism at the expense of 
the State. One of his sons, employed as an assistant tax clerk, 
could not do so simple a thing as to add together one-fourth and two- 
thirds, and the same son declared that twelve and a-half cents con- 
stituted one-twelfth of a dollar, „Another son, employed in the same 
capacity, said he could subtract two-thirds from three-fifths. A son- 
in-law, employed in the same capacity, expressed himself as able to 
subtract three-fourths from five-sevenths, and both were very indig- 
nant that their capacity should be called in question. 

9. While Treasury warrants were selling at a discount of twenty- 
five per cent., he used his official position to collect from the State 
the full amount due several members of the House of Representa- 


tives upon their warrants, himself taking said warrants and collect- 


ing the money due on them. 
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10. In the case of his own son-in-law, Thomas Spruance, who 

sold a pair of horses to Hon. J. P. Butler of this House, Mr. Bled- 
soe collected the money due Mr. Butler on certain of his warrants, 
and of the money so collected ‘by him paid over to his said son-in- 
law the sum of four hundred and fifty dollars. Mr. Bledsoe knew 
of the sale of the said horses by the said Spruance to the said Hon. 
J. P. Butler, and he performed his part of the transaction by request 
of Mr. Butler, at least. At the same time, other members of the 
Legislature, and the officers and employés of the State- government 
were obliged to sell their warrants at a discount of twenty-five per 
eat as they could not obtain such special favors from the Comp- 
troller. i j 
_ The committee might enumerate other cases of gross favoritism 
and extreme partiality, but will simply call the attention of the 
House thereto in the printed evidence. From the evidence before 
them, the committee are of opinion that A. Bledsoe, Comptroller of 
the State of Texas, be impeached of crimes and midemeanors in of- 
fice, and of official misconduct. They, therefore, recommend the 
adoption of the resolution referred to them, after being amended so 
that it shall read as follows, yiz. : 

Resolved, That A. Bledsoe, Comptroller of the State of Texas, 
be impeached of crimes and misdemeanors in office, and of official 
misconduct. 

The committee are not unmindful of the fact that the impeachment 
of the Comptroller at so late a day of the session may render it im- 
possible for him to have his trial before the preper tribunal for some 
months to come; but, believing as they do that his longer continu- 
ance in office would be highly detrimental to the best interests of the 
State, and regarding the interests ot the whole people of Texas , 
superior in importance to the interests of a single individual, they 
are satisfied that the pressing emergencies of the case justify and 
demand his immediate suspension.

Sm: The undersigned, a minority of the select committee ap- 
pointed to examine into the offices of the Comptroller and Treasurer, 
dissenting from the conclusions of the majority of said committee, 
beg leave to submit the following minority réport < 

We joined in the discharge of the duties imposed on said com- 
mittee with a great deal of interest, and with a full desire to see a 
thorough investigation of the whole matter involved, because 
the very act of raising the committee was to throw suspicion 
on the manner in which said offices had been conducted. We 
may here say, however, that from the first sitting of the com- 
mittee it was made- manifest to us that there existed a well 
formed determination on the part of the majority to con- 
fine the investigation, in the main, if not wholly, to the Comp- 
troller’s office, and that the investigation would be so conducted as 
to be nearer a persecution of the Comptroller as a man than a vigor- 
ous effort to discover pernicious practices in the office and corrupt 
acts on the part of the Comptroller, if any such existed; in other 
words, the investigation seemed to be conducted as if suggested by, . 
and was hounded on by individuals, actuated by malice, and who 
had private ends to accomplish, other than to serve the public weal. 
We heard the examination of the witnesses, a synopsis of whose tes- 
timony has been printed and furnished to the House. We say 
synopsis, because the pamphlet gives a very imperfect idea of what 
the testimony was; it is only a part of what was heard, and is 
warped, distorted and partial, every distortion being made, appar- 
ently with the design to cut the Comptroller down, and at the same 
time to strengthen the pretended case of the private prosecutors. 

The testimony on the part of the Comptroller, the party attacked, 
was not heard by the committee, and, of course, is not embraced in 
the printed evidence, although it was insisted that the committee 
should hear and weigh such facts as the Comptroller could produce, 
in rebuttal of the swearing against him; thus all explanation, any 
errors or irregularities in the office were shut off, and the House 
compelled to listen to a mass of stuff called evidence, which in no 
wise represents the truth of the case. 

But, sir, if the action of the House is confined to the testimony 
printed, still we should unhesitatingly and positively dissent from . 
the report of the majority, because said testimony does not warrant 
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or justify the recommendation that the Comptroller be impeached 
for high crimes and misdemeanors. 

We submit, as a sound proposition of law, that no officer can be 
legally or rightfully impeached for any act, a remedy for which can 
be had in the courts of the country, unless such act is first shown to 
be not only a violation of law, bat also corrupt in intent. No 
officer is Subject to impeachment because of an error of the head, 
whether it come because of defective judgment or bad advice ; “there” 
must be involved, also, some bad impulse of the heart. The act, to 
justify impeachment, must not only be one frowned on by the law, 
put it must also be condemned by the public virtue—it must stink 
in the nostrils of all right thinking people. | 

The whole of thé evidence on which the majority report is founded, > 
if admitted to be true in every respect, fails to show the commission 
of any act violative of law, or corrupt in itself, or even culpable 
irregularity or error, on the part of the Comptroller; and ‘when 
that evidence is read by the light of the accompanying statement, 
to which the parties are ready to swear, whenever permitted so to 
do, even the apparent ‘irregularities disappear, and the Comptroller 
stands ‘vindicated as an officer of the highest integrity, standing be- 
tween the financial interests of the State and the harpies and corrupt 
officials who seek to prey on the public money. 

We think that the animus of this effort to impeach the Comptroller 
is fully revealed by the partial and evidently one-sided statements of 
C. R. Johns, J. H. Burns, and Max Maas. l 

Johns concieves himself injured in his business; Burns was 
caught speculating in Treasury warrants, or, in other words, re- 
ceiving a bribe to pay Treasury warrants to others; while Maas 
was turned out of the office for undertaking to decide grave ques- 
tións touching the propriety of issuing certain warrants and deciding 
them contrary to law, as is admitted by every lawyer who has a 
thimbleful of brains. 

If Messrs. C. R. Johns & Co. have a lien upon the revenue of 
the State, and it is unlawful for it to find its way to the Treasury 
unless it passes through their hands, then it might be argued with: 
some plausibility, that the Comptroller had committed a wrongful 
act in making such rulings, in the depleted condition of the Trea- 
sury, as to give some opportunity to all creditors of the State, 
including employés of the departments, the . judges, legislators, 
asylums, and others, to obtain a small portion of the money 
that is paid in; or if it could be shown that the interests of the 
State had been injured, then there might be some reason in the ob- 
jections made and the sullen grumbling of these self-constituted 
guardians of the public money—we mean the prosecutors in this 
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matter; but the whole evidence; as printed, fails to give us one act 
whereby the State has been damaged, or to trace one fravdulent or 
corrupt emotion or desire to the Comptroller. ` l 

If there had been no express law on'the subject justifying the Comp- 
troller in ruling tbat the public money should come directly to his 
office, yet we believe.it would have been competent for him to have 
made such ruling had he deemed it necessary so to do to protect the 
public credit—but there is express law for the ruling. (Laws of 
1871, page 54, section 28.) - 

We repeat that the printed evidence fails in facts to bear up the 
report of the majority. But the few facts. given, which give appear- 
ance of irregularity or error to the acts of the Comptroller, are 
swept away by the occompanying statements of Messrs. Raymond & 
Whitis, clerks in the office acquainted with the. facts and the reply 
of Mr. Bledsoe. We attempted to have the facts here returned sub- _ 
mitted to the committee and through the committee brought into the 
House, but failed by the refusal of the majority to hear them. It 
will be seen, by looking into ther, that the material statements of _ 
the witnesses, C. R. Johns and J. H. Burns, are denounced as false 
by men of integrity and good reputation, while the statement of the 
witness Maas is shown to be false by transcripts from the books of 
the office, kept by himself, , 

If there be anything akin to impeachable matter shown by the 


| - evidence, it must in some way be contained im the testimony of the 


three witnesses above. - If their evidence fallsto the ground either by its 
own worthless weight or by fu!l contradiction by reputable witnesses, 
then unquestionably the charges fall also. We do not think that 
any candid man can read the evidence on the one side and the other 
and come to the conclusion that the slurs cast at, and the inferences 
sought to be drawn against and prejudicial to the Comptroller can 
possibly be true. 

We again refer to the accompanying statements, and make them 
part of this report. 

In view of the facts and circumstances surrounding this matter, 
we are forced to the conclusion that the best interests of the State 
do not demand the impeachment of Comptroller Bledsoe, but that, 
on the contrary, he deserves commendation for the faithful and honest 
administration of the affairs of-his office, being—as we believe he 
has been—actuated solely by a desire to preserve the public credit, 

and to further the welfare of the people.

Austin, Dec. 1, 1871. 
To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of Texas: 
GENTLEMEN: I have not thought it proper to return for re- 
consideration the act entitled “An act amendatory of and supple- 
mentary tö an act entitled ‘an act to encourage the speedy construc- 
tion of a railway through the State of Texas to the Pacific Ocean,’ ” 
passed on the twenty-fourth day of May, 1871, and under the Con- 
stitution the same bezomes a law after to-day. In my opmion the 
same objections, in a greater or less degree, lie to this as to the act 
to which it is amendatory, and I desire that there should be no mis- 
apprehension as to change of opinion in this respect on my part. 
I have’ herein not exercised the constitutional power of the veto, 
because these acts have already, on three occasions, when before the 
Houses, passed by more than a two-thirds majority, and to continue 
opposition to the will so often expressed by the two Houses would 
only be an unseemly contest. 
This amendatory act is an improvement on the original, in respect 
that it allows more of the large subsidy to be used to encourage the 
building of the road through the Indian country, thus furnishing

the best excuse for such expenditure by giving some protection to 


the frontiersman. - ==- 

On the other haad, the provision in the fifth section, which 
authorizes a gauge for these roads different from that established by 
law in this State, is, it seems to me, a very objectionable feature. 
It looks to the adoption of what is called a narrow gauge for the 
great Pacific road of the South. Ido not believe the Congress of 
the United States, in making the magnificent grant to aid a Southern 
Pacific road, intended that we should have a road of less value and 
lower class than the others to the north of us. The act of Con- 
gress, m section twelve, requires the company to complete “a first 
class road in all tts appointments.” Texas could secure such a 


road by adhering to the lawful gauge. - oe 
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The large donations from the State and the United States, as well 
as due consideration for. the railroad connectiors and interests of this 
State and our sister Southern States, warrant us in demanding a first 
class road, but I greatly fear that said fifth section of this amenda- 
tory act will be taken as giving the sanction of Texas to an evasion 
of the spirit and intent of the act of Congress, and that these dona- 
tions will be dissipated on an unsatisfactory experiment. 


I make these suggestions with all respect for the honorable body - 


which is now closing its official existence. °

Mr. Slaughter offered the following protest : 

I protest against the action of this House on November 2, com- 
pelling me to take my seat, and refusing to permit me to express 
myself on religious subjects. 

I am aware, and have long been familiar with the fact, that no 
one can differ with the domineering creeds of to-day, or refuse to 
accept the Bible as God’s divine word without being maliciously 
misrepresented and villainously traduced by those who claim to sup- 
port itand yet fail to keep some of its commandments. For instance, 
“ Thou shalt not bear false witness.” Mr. Speaker, I should not trouble 
myself or this House to correct any misrepresentations that might 
be made to my prejudice were it not that on the occasion to which 
this article refers the House, without fully understanding, I presume, 
what it was doing, or what I said, saw fit to deprive me of my con- 
stitutional and inalienable right to believe as I choose and express 
myself as I chose, so long as my language is not unparliamentary ; 
and that action of this House gives some semblance of truth to the 
articles in the various newspapers of the State. The charges made 
in this paper—which are a repetition, I am aware, of similar charges 
from other sourceS—that I spoke an irreverent word concerning 
Deity, is an infamous and malicious lie on the part of whomsoever 
concocted it; and he who repeats or assists to promulgate it, know- 
ing the facts, is a villain and traducer with heart so black that hell 
should blush to find itself surpassed. Because I cannot believe in 
a book that tells me, as the Bible does (II. Thess. ii., 11,) that 
God would send strong delusions to make people believe a lie; 
because I cannot believe a book that tells me, in I. Kings, xxii., 28, that 
God sent a lying spirit to the mouth of all Ahab’s prophets, to have 
him slain at Ramoth Gilead; because I cannot believe these things 
of Ged, I must be lied upon. 

Because I cannot believe that God, “with whom there is no varia- 
bleness, neither shadow of turning” (James, i., 17), repented that he 
had ‘“‘made man on the earth and was grieved at heart’ (Gen. 
vi., 6), I must be an atheist, say these wise doctors. 

Because I cannot believe that God commissioned Saul in the in- 
famous murder of women and suckling infants (I. Samuel, xv., 3); 
because I cannot believe that God checked the revolution of this 
earth for Joshua’s peculiar claims on murder, when we know so well 
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what the sudden stopping of a body as large as ‘this world, with its. 
rapidity of movement, would have resulted in, for not only both 
contending forces, but all earth ; because I cannot believe that God 
endorsed Moses when, after the poor Midianites had been routed, 
horse, foot and dragoon, and even the commanders in war had mercy 
enough to spare the women and children, he in fury meets the 
returning victors and commands the murder cf every woman that 
as-known man, and every male among the little ones, but gives to 
the men the females that have -not known man, for themselves 
(Numbers, xxxi., 17, 18); because I cannot believe these things of 
God, I am dn atheist ! ~ : 
. Because I cannot stubbornly refuse to exercise my reason, and 
blindly accept as still Inspirational all that a pompous, bigoted, con- 
ceited horde of preachers may dictate; because I cannot cast aside 
the facts. as shown by science, and console myself by fleeing to the . 
black mist that all Bible believers seem satisfied with—i. e., when 
there is anything so foolish in the Bible that it contains no sense, to 
exclaim, “ How wonderful the word of God, and far beyond our 
comprehension !” and, worse than all, because I am not the palfrey 
slave to bow and cringe to what is conceived to be public opinion, 
though ’tis not—I must be lied uponand abused by a set calling 
themselves Christians and the advocates of freedom, when in truth 
they are more tyrannical and dictatorial than the Church of Rome 
ever was, and would to-day re-enact the days of bloody inquisition, 
were it in their power. 

And now, this much to put at rest the slanders and lies that E 
haye heard from more sources than one. My Bible is reason; my 
revelation, that which is communicated te me; my Heaven, the 
great, great eternity. I have no idea of jum:ing ‘out of this world 
into a great big three-ply carpeted Heaven, tut the unchanging and 
unchangeable principles of progression hold good, and many may 
be the pleasures we may yet know before we reach perfection. My 
God is all goodness and cannot err; is all powerful, and consequent- 
ly the Devil never got the upper hand of him sufficiently to render 
it necessary for Him to stoop to the level of a mortal that a Son 
might be raised for crucifixion. . 

I reverence that God so far beyond the comprehension of man 
‘that untold ages shall have added the knowledge of other lives ta 
this, we can form no conception of Him; and I look down with 
contempt but compassion upon the paltry slaves of prejudice, public 
opinion and puritanical superstiticn, who, in their self conceit, 
imagine a substantial God formed like you and me, but which is at 
the same time inconsistent with the idea that He is every where at ° 
once, notwithstanding the fact that He had to send messengers 
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down to Sodom and Gomorrah to investigate the charges against 
those places. 

I mean, Mr. Speaker, th«t there is but one belief that any one 
is justified in endorsing, a d that isa bel f in the great and rap- 
idly extending views, as advanced by what is known as ‘‘Spiritual- 
ism.” ; , : 

I don’t want to interfere with anybody’s religion, and I did think 
that the late war settled the question that nobody should imterfere 
with mine. I thought thaé the main question at stake, but 
I find that all puritans who accepted commissions in negro com- 
panies are hypocritical, dictatorial frauds, both religiously and po- - 
litically; and, notwithstanding they then accepted bounties and pay 
to fight for the principles of liberty, they now endorse that Democ- 
racy which once burned witches, and now prohibits an expression 
against the divinity of a Bible that was made by a convention of 
priesis, and stands branded before the world with thousands of errors 
acknowledged by the American Bible Society. 

These facts existing, I protest against that action of this House 
which refused to hear my views, ahd ask that this be spread upon 
the minutes.

Dear Str: I have been here, and have thoroughly, and to my 
entire satisfaction, Investigated the conduct of the rioters of Lime- 
stone county, and to give you a de‘ailed account of the outrages 
would keep me writing for a week. Suffice it to say that I know of 
nothing in the history of the gover:.ment that so loudly calls and 
demands the most severe and summary punishment as the partici- 
pants in this hellish mob—hatred malice, murder, and the complete 
ruination of Republicans, is the compound. 

I can’t do the subject justice, and I will say that nothing less than 
the trial and punishment of at least fifty to one hundred men by a 
determined court martial, backed by from two to three hundred brave 
and loyal men, will do any good; and unless this is done, the whole 
matter will be a farce. The rioters‘can prove anything they want 
to, and it is no use to prosecute them in the courts; and even if I 
were to arrest and try them, .[ would be compelled to try with jurors 
equally guilty as the accused, and it would simply be a foolish un-

i Now, Governor, I am not excited at all. I mean precisely what 
say. 

- I enclose you some statements of gentlemen, and I will say to you 
that some of the parties making the statements tell me that they are 
afraid to tell the whole truth about this matter until they feel that 
this State is not to be handed over to the enemies of the govern- 
ment, 


` 
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Tam going to stay with these scoundrels, and I commence on to- 
morrow to arrest some twenty or thirty of ‘the ringleaders; and I 
will do it, or somebody will get badly hurt. Many of the villains 
_are defiant, but I intend to test their grit before 12 M. to-morrow. 
“Some of the villains are now getting very sorry, since | have created 
in their minds the certamty of the remedy to be applied to them, 
They say the good people want peace, and all that; but they also 
fail to say anything that would protect anybody but themselves, 
They see it is going to cost something, and they are sorry indeed. 

Republicans must be protected, and an example made of this coun- 
‘ty. There are a few good men,’ but they are afraid to offer resist- 
ance to the mob, which extends from one end of he county to the 
other. 

Martial law and a court composed of men of gel and two hun- 
dred troops—United States troops at that, if they can be had—is 
the only thing to conquer effectually these outlaws.

On motion of Mr. Schutze, the journal of the past session was 
adopted, to include December 2. 

The speaker appointed Messrs. Plumley, Schutze and Evans as 
the committee to act with the committee appointed by the Legisla- 
ture of of Pennsylvania to make arrangements for the centennial 


-celebration of the independence of the United States of America, to 


be held in the city of Philadelphia, in the vear 1876. 

Speaker Sinclair then arose and said: 

FELLOW REPRESENTATIVES: As the hour draws near when we 
shall close our labors, and separate many of us forever, custom dic- 
tates and inclination leads me to briefly address you. 

Upon such an occasion as this the feelings and thoughts that 
come to the breasts of men who have been so long associated to- 
gether, and under circumstances of so peculiar and extraordinary 
a character, are at best but poorly expressed; and perhaps it would 
be better that nothing were attempted. No matter what may have 
been our personal or political differences heretofore, at this time 
nothing of the feelings engendered by the passions of the hour can 
exist. Let the past be buried, save that which is bright and pleas- 
ant to remember in our associations. 

Our task has been no easy one, nor has our duty been plainly 
marked. Called upon to legislate to a new order of things, rendered 
imperative by the result of the appeal to the sword, we have labored 
to the close, and now surrender the trust imposed upon us. 

It is not my province or intention to speak in vindication of, or 
plead excuses for, what we may have done or left undone. The 
warrior at the distance sees how the campaign should have been 
conducted; how the battle might have been won. So, too, the peo- 
ple see and point out the errors, real or imaginary, we have com- 
mitted—judging hastily, often unjustly; criticising eagerly, and 
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often unadvisedly. To them we row surrender our trust, hoping 
that time will prove that right motives have actuated us. and that 
- our errors will serve as landmarks to guide those who shall follow. 

When itis remembered that for ten years this State had been 
without legislation, and in this decade war, by its stern edict, had 
uprooted and overturned many of the principles and practices of a 
people, and that the State was without constitutional or legislative 
enactment, by which to avoid the immense amount of special legis- 
lation which the people have demanded at our hands, to the fair 
minded the thought must naturally come that our duty has not been 
plain or our task light. 

When it is remembered, too, that most of us came to the work 
devolving upon us new in political life and inexperienced as legisla- 
tors, and that we number among us many of those who differed 
as widely, and have advocated principles as antagonistic as when, 
but a few years ago, we flew to arms to vindicate them—that b 
association our differences have ceased and our antipathies eer | 
there is at least cause for pride and gratulation. | 

Our records show that we have not been idle. Since our exis- 
tence as a legal body, the work we have a accomplished is as 
follows : : 

At our first session there were introduced and passed, or other- 
wise disposed of, seven hundred and eighty-six bills, thirty-seven 
joint resolutions, eight concurrent resolutions, and one hundred and 
fifty-one simple resolutions. At the next session, five hundred and 
sixty bills, twenty-nine joint resolutions, thirteen concurrent reso- 
lutions, and seventy-five simple resolutions, making a total of one 
thousand three hundred and forty-six bills, sixty-six joint resolu- 
tions, twenty-one’ concurrent resolutions, and two hundred and 
twenty-six simple resolutions. 

A few words as to our personal and official relations. For the com- 
plimentary resolution which you have just adopted unanimously, E 
heartily thank you; but more earnestly and especially do I desire 
to thank you for the consideration and respect you have ever shown 
me, both personally and officially, during the time I have presided 
over your deliberations. l 

Called unexpectedly to the Chair, ata time when party feeling 
ran highest, I found the task one I little comprehended, and the 


duties such as [ was poorly prepared to perform. Having little ex-- 


perience as a legislator, and less knowledge of parliamentary law, I 
assumed its duties and responsibilities. In whatever degree [ have 
succeeded, I am more indebted to you than to any merit or qualifica- 
tion which I possessed. Not unmindful of the honor conferred, and 
the responsibilities devolving upon-fiie, I have endeavored to qualify 
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myself for the position, and prove by so doing, so far as within me 
lay, my appreciation of your confidence. To be partisan is expected 
of a presiding officer of a body like this, and to a certain extent 
authorized by all authors-on parliamentary law. Elected by the 
prevailing party, it is expected that he will so shape his line of 
action aš to advance its principles. l 

While he is expected to be partisan, he must deal fairly and rule 
impartially. Where to draw the dividing line is the most difficult 
task. Majorities are often heartless and imperious. Minorities are 
usually sensitive and easily offended. It is difficult for a minority 
to avoid feeling, in defeat, that injustice has been done, no matter 
how impartial may have been the rulings of the Chair. l 

: While my political opponents may have thought, as has been 
often intimated, that I have been too partisan to be just, my friends 
have as often complained that I have been too fair. 

At times the course of a presiding offiċer may seem arbitrary and 
unjust. In order to successfully dispatch business, toa certain ex- 
tent this.is justifiable and indispensably necessary. But to ascer- 
tain and do what was fair has been my most anxious care; to pos- 
sess entirely your confidence, both individually and collectively, and ` 
to preside impartially, has, from the beginning, been my aim. To 
separate myself and my personal preferences and principles from a 
faithful and impartial discharge of duty; to have no guide, save as 
it might be your pleasure to indicate and command; to execute your 
orders faithfully, and to be the representative of your powers, your 
proceedings and your dignity, have been my highest ambition. 

I know I have not fully developed these just principles, and in 
parting I only ask that you judge of my success, not in the measure 
in which I have succeeded, but in charity to the extent it has been 
my ambition to attain. 

Again thanking you for your uniform courtesy and consideration, 
I declare this House of Representatives of the Twelfth Legislature 
of the State of Texas adjourned sine die.
